A n interesting topic of conversation 
arose in our offices a few weeks 
back about giving 100 per cent. 
The question was simply: 

"Do you ever think that you've given 
100 per cent, and what does 100 per cent 
actually mean?" To different people it 
means different things, but we came to the 
collective conclusion among the team that 
it was highly unlikely anyone had ever 
given 100 per cent, because there are just 
so many factors that could be taken into 
account. 

Anyone saying they had was met with 
the following retort: "You're telling us 
there wasn't a single aspect (large or small) 
that could have altered the outcome of that 
event, or course of events?" 

Prep is a fantastic example of this and 
something that Dan Webb covers in this 
issue in a more jovial manner. But that rig 
that you never tied, or box of hooklengths 
you never finished may have actually 
ended up costing you. . . in which case you 
didn't give it 100 per cent. 

Does giving anything 100 per cent mean 
you live and breathe it every waking 
moment of every day? Not necessarily, but 
the likelihood is that the more time you 
put in the greater the rewards you will 
reap. 

The question was one we filtered onto 
our social media pages. . . and in doing 
so seemed to cause offence to some who 
defended their opinion that they 'had' 
given 100 per cent to something when, in 
fact, there were potentially maybe other 
unobvious, obscure elements that could 
have been employed. Therefore meaning 
100 per cent hadn't ACTUALLY been 
given, on later reflection. 

Of course the constraints of making 
life work - for many that's a job, home, 
family and other elements - dictates 
that we can't give a hobby what some 
would term 100 per cent at all. But 
then you have to consider that to each 
person giving 100 per cent means 
different things. 

There are, of course, many occasions 
when an angler may 'mouth off' in a 
light-hearted, bantering sort of way 
that they'd "given 100 per cent and 
couldn't work out why they hadn't 
won the match." Yet, on reflection 
during the drive home in the van with 
tackle rattling about in the back after 


it had been thrown in, in total disgust, 
one, then two, then three, then four small 
points arise that 'could' just have made all 
the difference. Not changing that perished 
elastic that snapped on a last-minute fish, 
not prepping your hook baits the way you 
would etc. . . the list is absolutely endless. 

It's a topic worth thinking about. Next 
time you have a moment to ponder, or 
discuss with like-minded friends, ask the 
question "Have you ever given anything 
100 per cent?" and see what the response 
is. The outcome will be one that could 
fuel many a dinner party, or pub crawl. . . 
providing you don't ask the question in 
an insulting way, of course, and you don't 
ask the question as the dinner host lays the 
main course in front of you on the table! 
Interesting 'food' for thought, huh...?

keeps chalking up results, 
particularly once the colder 
weather has kicked in. We 
all assumed he was catching 
on a mini pellet feeder, as 
that works year round at this 
place. However, I eventually 
discovered that he was 
actually catching most of 
his weights on a maggot 
feeder and that's when the 
penny dropped. Since then. 
I've had a fair bit of success 
on the maggot feeder here 
myself. It's a great old- 
school method - especially 
for us veterans who grew up 
BP (before pellets)! 


Maggot Feeder Gear 

This is a really simple way 
to fish and I want 
everything as 
uncomplicated 
and tangle- 


I think they really come 
into their own for carp and 
FIs from the winter right 
through to late spring. I 
think the main reason is 
because they are less filling 
and you also don't get so 
much small-fish trouble 
while the weather is still 
cool. Pellets will work, but 
those bigger and craftier 
carp and FIs seem to be less 
wary of maggots. They also 
seem to take a couple of 
maggots on the hook really 
confidently, so it's a great 
bait to try on the 'tip'. 

As the England 
Veterans manager I 
couldn't ask for a better 
place to fish than here at 
Packington. You get over 50 
members of the Starlets Vets 


fishing here every Tuesday 
in their friendly club fixtures 
plus another big veterans 
open match every Thursday. 
It's a really thriving 'old 
boys' circuit with a 
great social side to it 
as well.

Heavy feeders can make 
too much of a splash , so 
these Vari-Weight designs 
allow you to fine-tune them 
perfectly 
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G lance at any angler's 
bait tray on your 
local commercial 
fishery and you'll 
soon realise that pellets 
and fishmeal groundbait 
have pretty much taken 
over! When people aren't 
casting out a pellet they are 
probably sitting it out on 
hair-rigged sweetcorn or a 
piece of popped-up bread 
instead. Few people seem 
to do much else these days, 
but there are other options at 
your disposal. The blockend 
maggot feeder has to be 
one of the most overlooked 
methods there is. Hopefully 
today I can show you why it 
should never be ignored. 

Maggots catch fish 
throughout the year but 
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Alternative feeder tactics 


proof as possible. I'm using 
my favourite lift Drennan 
Acolyte Ultra rod with a 
loz tip matched to a Daiwa 
Certate 3012 reel loaded with 
no-nonsense 41b Maxima 
line. 

The feeder itself is a 
Drennan Vari- Weight in the 
Mini size. Until this year I've 
always used Carp Feeders 
or cut down Feederlinks but 
now Fve stumbled upon 
these I can't see me using 
anything else. They are 
really compact with nothing 
for the line to catch on, cast 
really well and have a nice, 
flat base. That's particularly 
important when you're 
fishing on a slope like I am 
today. You can also adjust 
the internal loadings to get 
them weighted perfectly. 

I'm using 20g today, which 
will comfortably reach the 
distance and hold on the 
slope well. It also won't 
create too much of a splash, 
which could obviously scare 
wary fish, especially when 
the water's still quite clear. 

Another important part 
of the setup is my special 
feeder link. I make this from 
a Sensas triple swivel link 
covered with 2mm ESP 
silicone. It makes swapping 
feeders a doddle and really 
helps to cut down on spin- 
ups and tangles. 

This link runs on a small 
3 to 4in twizzled loop in the 
main line down to a double 
barrel swivel. I then have a 
single Drennan Grippa Stop 
above the feeder that I can 
slide up or down to suit. 
Sometimes I might slide the 
Grippa Stop right down to 
lock the feeder and create 
a semi-fixed bolt rig. Other 
times I will slide it 10 or so 
inches away, so the fish can 
take a bit of line without 
feeling so much resistance. 

Obviously wind and tow 
can dictate things, but I try 
and fish the feeder on a 
slackish line. This reduces 
resistance to a biting fish 
and also helps to prevent 
so many fish spooking that 
might brush the line. 

The hooklength is 12 to 15 
inches of 0.148mm Double 



Strength to either a size 18 or 
16 Kamasan B911 FI hook. 
This is an ideal combo for 
double maggot and gives 
me a fighting chance if I 
hook anything really angry. 

I might use an even shorter 
tail if there are clearly a lot of 
fish in the swim. 

Where To Fish 

I am on Molands Lake today, 
which is a 60-peg lake with 
a large central island around 
25 to 30 metres out. This

fish-holding feature to target, 
but in cooler temperatures 
or clear conditions I will 
usually start several feet 
shorter. This places me in 
the deeper water towards 
the bottom of the marginal 
slope. By starting short and 
in deeper water the fish 
won't spook so easily. I then 
have the option to chase fish 
further up the slope in the 
shallower water later on. 

You'll often find the FIs 
prefer slightly deeper water 
to the proper carp, but as 


these bigger carp are not 
always in every peg the FIs 
are a much more reliable 
target. Plus, there are some 
huge FIs to well over 51b 
swimming about in here. 
Only the other day I had five 
FIs and a few bits for 231b! 

If I only had open water 
in front of me then I would 
follow a similar plan and 
start by fishing shorter than 
maximum range to begin 
with. This then gives you 
scope to catch fish later on 
that have backed off from the 
feed. 
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they don't always 
hook themselves. 


MaggotFeeding 

A couple of pints of maggots 
are ample, as I am only using 
the smallest size of Vari- 
Weight Feeder. Reds are my 
favourite colour, but I will 
normally mix in a few whites 
and/ or bronzes if I can. The 
fresher the better and make 
sure they are wriggling well 
or else they won't escape 
through the holes. 

A great tip is to try 
opening the holes of the 
feeder slightly. I do this by 
twisting something tapered 
(such as pair of closed 
scissors) inside each hole to 
widen them. This is what 
I tend to do on really cold 
days when the maggots are a 
lot more lethargic. This also 
works really well when bites 
are coming thick and fast 
and you want the maggots to 
escape faster to avoid reeling 
in and spreading maggots 
that haven't had time to 
crawl out. 

Hook Bait 

Even though I feed live 
maggots through the feeder I 
normally prefer to use dead 
maggots on the hook. This 
doesn't seem to attract the 
smaller, unwanted species 
so readily. Also, two dead 
maggots won't be in any 
danger of wriggling off the 
barb less hook, so you can be 
more confident when you 
are sat waiting for a bite. It 
is important to always keep 
your dead maggots covered 
in water to stop them drying 
up, by the way. This also 
helps to retain their colour. 

Each day and each venue 
is different, so I will still 
try live maggots and also 
different colours but two 
dead reds are normally my 
starting option. 

PelletPinging 

Even though I am just 
fishing with maggots, a little 
trick that can sometimes 
work is to ping an occasional 
hard pellet over the top. 

Just a couple of 6mm or 
8mm pellets (depending 
on the range) fed now and 
then can help to attract an 
odd inquisitive fish into 


the swim. I think the fish 
know it's food and come to 
investigate the plop before 
finding an easier meal to 
digest in the shape of your 
maggots. Of course, this 
also gives you the option of 
trying a bomb with a hair- 
rigged pellet from time to 
time. 

Similarly, you can also 
occasionally unclip the 
feeder and fish a couple 
of maggots on a straight 
leger rig if you think there's 
enough bait in the swim or 
the fish have backed off from 
the feeder. 

Bite Detection 

As we are on a Stillwater, a 
light loz or 1.5oz quivertip 
is perfect. I feather the feeder 
down on impact and as soon 
as it hits the water I keep an 
eye on the tip, as you might 
get the occasional take on 
the drop. Also watch out 
for the tip dropping back as 
a fish takes the hook bait, 
dislodges the feeder and 
swims towards you. This 
can happen quite a lot when 
fishing towards a feature like 
an island. 

Fish tend to take maggots 
really confidently so most 
bites should be quite 
positive. However, on the 
coldest of days the fish won't 
be so active and striking at 
the slightest tremble can 
often result in a well-hooked 
quality fish on the other end. 



An occasional couple of 
pellets catapulted over the 
top of the swim can draw a 


few inquisitive fish.

A lot of fish will naturally 
hook themselves on the 
maggot feeder, but you 
should still be prepared to 
react to bites and strike when 
the quivertip moves. It's not 
like just casually picking the 
rod up and expecting a fish 
to always be on the other 
end, like if you were fishing 
a self-hooking tactic like 
the Method feeder. This is 
another reason why I prefer 
a nice soft-actioned rod that 
can absorb the strike. 

Build It And Reap 

The maggot feeder is a great 
opening gambit on open 
or wide venues like this, as 
any pole swims you might 
feed closer in can often 
take two or three hours of 
feeding before they kick in. 
This means you can happily 
spend at least the first half of 
a session steadily building 
the feeder swim up. 

I like to cast quite 
frequently at the beginning 
of the session, so I will 
only leave the feeder in 
the swim for a couple of 


minutes before reeling in 
and recasting each time. I 
will continue like this until 
I start getting regular signs. 
You might not get a bite first 
chuck but I'd expect to be 
getting indications after five 
or six casts on a good day. 

Unlike pellets, it's also 
very difficult to overfeed 
with maggots, so by making 
regular casts you should 
ultimately get the fish 
feeding more and more 
confidently. If it's a good 
day you can stay on the 
feeder for the full duration. 
Quite often the biggest fish 
will show in the last hour, 
so if you persevere when 
others have given up and 
come off the feeder you can 
sometimes have them all to 
yourself. The maggot feeder 
really is a great way to catch 
fish! mf

W eston Pools is a 
fantastic match 
and pleasure 
fishing complex 
because it offers anglers a 
range of species to target 
with a variety of different 
approaches. However, from 
a match angler's point of 
view this can be a daunting 
prospect. 

It took me a little while 
to realise that I needed to 
target FIs, ignoring the 
barbel and carp as the FIs 
feed shallow for most of the 
year and are big enough 
to put a reasonable weight 
together in the last few hours 
if necessary. 

My approach to winning 
matches at Weston Pools 
is simple and based solely 
on reading the 'bites' to 
ascertain whether the fish 
have come up in the water. 

I make no secret of the 
fact that I disagree with too 
much emphasis being placed 
on rigs, line diameter and 


hook sizes, because you are 
not focusing on the most 
important aspect of match 
fishing: feeding! 

This feature is designed 
to demonstrate the most 
effective way to catch FIs. 
My choice of floats for the 
job is largely irrelevant 
because it is purely down 
to personal choice, but use 
something robust and forget 
the pretty, delicate ones. 

I use Darren Milne Slims 
with 2.5mm tips in 4x14 and 
4x12 sizes because they are 
strong and take a battering. 

It really doesn't matter 
which brand of line you use 
or the diameter as it makes 
no difference, and the same 
can be said for hooks. Use 
what you have confidence 
in and don't be tempted to 
change by the latest fads that 
everyone else is using. I use 
PR 27s because I find eyed 
hooks better for shallow 
fishing, but to each their 
own. 


This is the part of the 
feature you'll have to 
read twice: I use diameter 
0.17mm line direct to a size 
14 hook when fishing caster 
shallow for FIs. I never use 
hooklengths because I use 
line that is strong enough to 
cope with any rogue carp or 
barbel. I see no point in tying 
a weaker hooklength into the 
rig. It's about landing what 
you hook. 

As for elastics, I use solids 
for shallow fishing because I 
feel I have far more control, 
particularly for FIs as I like 
to ship back the pole, break 
down to the top kit and net 
the fish in one movement. I 
find hollows to be too soft 
and pulla kits make them 
fight harder, resulting in lost 
fish at the net. 

Winning matches has 
never been about landing 
fish quickly - it's about 
landing fish effectively! If 
they don't go in the keepnet 
then what difference does it 


make to anything you do? 

I start every match by 
feeding one line at around 11 
to 14 metres with chopped 
worm through a Kinder pot, 
starting on the deck and 
gauging the bites; more often 
these are liners. You need to 
work out where they want 
it. The secret to winning 
matches is knowing when 
to switch to fishing shallow. 
This is the most effective 
way of catching a big weight 
of FIs so the sooner I can 
get them off the bottom the 
better. 

Feeding one line works 
well at Weston Pools because 
you won't confuse yourself. 

I feed neat worm and a little 
soil through a Kinder pot but 
loose feed casters over the 
top. It's far easier to regulate 
the feed by doing it this way 
and to determine at what 
depth you want them to 
feed. 

It might take you 30 
minutes to get the first bite 
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Return of the man 



Small pieces of worm were 
best for fishing on the drop. 





but after two or three fish 
missed bites will become 
a problem. Scaling down 
your line and hooks and line 
diameter is not the answer; 
fishing shallow is! Within 
minutes of catching your 
first fish they will be shallow, 
even in December as this 
feature demonstrates. 

Once I've missed two 
consecutive bites, I switch 
to the 4x12 rig set at around 
two to three feet deep. I 
continue to pot in chopped 
worm, loose feeding casters 
over the top, but I am 
effectively catching on the 
drop with small worm heads 
on the hook. On some days 
it is possible to catch steadily 
on this rig for the rest of the 
match but on other days the 
bigger FIs want the caster. 
The chopped worm certainly 
speeds up the waiting time 
to catching shallow, but by 
loose feeding casters your 
shallow caster line has been 
primed from the start and 
they will be queuing up for 
it. Don't bother to look for 
signs of fish feeding shallow, 
you won't see any! FIs do 
not swirl for the bait like 
carp, in fact I find it better to 
treat them like big roach. 



Most of the bites that 
people miss when fishing 
caster shallow tend to be 
from big FIs (31b plus). By 
shortening the line between 
the pole tip and the float it 
transforms the rig into a bolt 
rig, which is the best way to 
maximise the ratio of bites to 
hooked fish. 

I believe that when fishing 
12 to 18 inches deep, you 
need a big hook to convert 
bites into fish and a size 
14 is perfect. It might look 
a little odd to your fellow 
competitors but who cares 
- they ain't eating your 
casters! Fish cannot see 
hooks because they are only 
looking for casters. 

Creating competition 
in your peg is 
essential and the 
most important 
part, and to do 
this I feed five or 
six casters every 
few seconds! 

Fish come to the 
vibrations caused by 
bait hitting the surface 
and not the quantity you 
feed. You should be feeding 
around 20 to 30 times a 
minute. 

Despite what people tell 
you about worm being an 
expensive way of fishing, 
consider this: I use half a 
kilo of worm and roughly 
five pints of casters over two 
matches at Weston Pools. It's 
really all you need. 

You might need to practise 
shipping out with short 
rigs for the caster approach 
but to make this easier I 
use 4x10 floats with one 
No8 shot down the line. 

Too much weight down the 
line will cause tangles and 
spending your match cutting 
rigs off the end of the pole 
with scissors is likely to be 
detrimental to your catch 
rate. 

Remember, feeding 
is everything and is the 
only way you'll be able to 
transform average pegs into 
winning pegs - it's as simple 
as that! You only know your 
peg is rubbish after five 
hours of fishing it properly, 
not before you get to it! mf

The secrets of a match fishing superstar 




CASTER ROACH 


Andy Power 

Ria Ta Ik ^ 

In the colder months you often have to ‘take what 

comes . Here s Andy Power’s, caster rig for making e 

the most of commercial roach and bonus perch. 


T hroughout the winter 
on commercials a key 
part of my armoury 
is to have a dedicated 
line to target roach and the 
odd bonus perch. The best 
bait for these species, in my 
eyes, is casters! This line can 
be a great way to top your 
weight up throughout the 
match while resting your 
other lines, or be a line to 
start on while you allow 
other lines to settle and 
build. 

The Rig 

My rig itself consists of a 
Preston PB Silver 7 float, 
which has a sensitive, yet 
visible, 1mm plastic tip. 

With this rig I like to lay it in 
sideways then gently hold 
the float back with a tight 
line. This slows down the 
fall of the hook bait, giving 
me more time in the 'killing 
zone' when roach are feeding 
off the bottom. This is where 
a wire stem comes in handy 
as it helps the float to cock 
quickly. 

The shotting pattern is also 


designed to aid catching on 
the drop, with three Noll 
droppers five inches apart 
and a spread bulk, which can 
be spaced further apart if I 
feel the need to. Normally 
light floats are key, typically 
a 4x10 for up to four feet of 
depth, 4x12 up to five feet 
and so on, although if small 
nuisance fish are present 
then a heavier float can help 
get through to the better fish 
below. 

My preference for hooks is 
either an size 18 or 20 PR 412 
tied to six inches of 0.08mm 
or 0.09mm Reflo Power. This 
is normally matched to a 
No5 Slip elastic, or a No6 if I 
feel perch are present, as it's 
then more important to set 
the hook. 

Feeding 

I like to plumb this line 
from four to seven metres 
out as this is where I can 
comfortably feed casters by 
hand. The distance depends 
on the depth I find, and also 
the water clarity, as roach 
will be found further out in 


clearer water. 

Feeding again can depend 
on how cold the conditions 
are. I may only throw three 
or four casters every couple 
of minutes in the height of 
winter, but it is important to 
keep bait dropping through 
the water column. Normally 
I will solely loose feed, but 
on more prolific venues I 
will also pot in casters as this 
allows bigger quality fish to 
settle on the deck if plenty of 
fish are present. 

Depths 

Regularly altering the depth 
will find where the roach are 
feeding. Sometimes fishing 
six inches off the bottom can 
be the key to hitting bites, or 
they can feed just two feet 
deep up in the water. I like 
to start just touching bottom 
and go from there. 

Hook Baits 

Leave some casters out on 
your side tray to darken 
off; these will sink slower, 
providing a more natural 
fall. 
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No5 or No6 Slip elastic

as the carp are the dominant 
species. However, when the 
carp's metabolism slows 
down during the winter the 
silvers can really play a big 
part. 

All summer long the silver 
fish - roach, skimmers and 
the like - have been feeding 
up on anglers' baits and have 
been overlooked; well, this 
time of year is the prime time 
to target them and I promise 
you will have a fantastic 
day's fishing. 

Bait 

I have with me three pints of 
casters and a pint of red and 
white maggots - no need 
for pellets, corn or other 
supermarket alternatives. 

The baits I have with me will 


F or me it doesn't get 

any better than fishing 
with a rod and line, 
especially with a 
waggler or stick float. That 
feeling when you whack 
into something substantial 
on light gear is just magical 
and it takes me right back to 
the days when I first started 
fishing with Daddy May. 

Back in the days before 
poles really took off it was 
all about rod-and-line fishing 
and I think that's why I 
much prefer to fish with 
them now over the pole. 

You join me at the fabulous 
Partridge Lakes Fishery, 
near Warrington, a venue 
that in my opinion is one 
of if not the very best in the 
country. The attendances for 


competitions go to prove 
how successful the fishery 
is and it's a venue I use a 
lot for my angling coaching. 
Today, however, it's all 
about showing you how to 
have a brilliant day's fishing 
on light gear by targeting 
everything that swims. 

The lake I'm on has lots 
of great big carp in, as 
well as roach galore, FIs, 
skimmers, barbel and great 
big gudgeon! Quite often the 
case for match anglers in the 
winter is that they feel the 
need to stop feeding as much 
as you would, say, when 
the water warms up a little. 
But what you often have on 
these waters are lots of silver 
fish that don't get a look-in 
the warmer months 


catch everything swimming 
and that's the aim of the 
session today. 

You may think four pints 
of bait in the winter is a little 
excessive! Well, apart from 
the fact I have been known 
to get giddy when faced 
with lots of lovely roach to 
catch, the fact is these fish 
will gorge themselves on bait 
and anything they don't eat, 
the little perch and monster 
gudgeon will mop up. You 
really can give it to them, 
woohoo! 

The Setup 

I've had so much success 
over the colder months using 
the waggler; you can search 
so much more water and also 
find out what depth the fish 
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Here’s something we’d 
like to see more often. 
(Don’t forget to renew 

\/m iir linanna in Anrill) 



are feeding most confidently 
at. I'm using a very light 
13ft MAP Parabolix float 
rod with our new MAP 
Optimum main line in 
0.16mm. The reason for a 
light main line is that I'm 
only going to be fishing light 
wagglers, and the thicker 
the line the more friction 
there is through the rod rings 
when you cast, so you won't 
achieve the right distance. . . 
not that I'll be casting too far, 
though! 

I've got 12 inches of 
0.10mm MAP Optex 
hooklength tied to a size 
16 Kamasan B510 barbless 
crystal hook. I'm using 
Drennan loaded insert 
wagglers ranging from 1.5g 
to 1.75g and shottingwise 
I've got three NolOs down 
the line spaced roughly 10 
inches apart and I've locked 
the float with No9s. I've 
always preferred to use 
loaded floats rather than put 
big non-toxic shot on my 
line as I feel the line is under 
too much stress using large 
shot. It's around six feet 
deep where I decide to fish, 
around 25 metres out and I 
plumb up by using a large 
SSG shot pinched onto my 
hook. Errr, get ready! 

The Session 

I'm literally so giddy I can 
hardly contain myself! No 
sleep was had the previous 
night as I couldn't wait to 
get started. I start off by 
introducing 30 to 40 casters 
at my required distance; one 
thing I see all too often is 


anglers using wagglers that 
are much too heavy and then 
trying to cast them as far as 
they can! Errr, if you can't 
get your bait out there then 
don't fish there! 

I'm fishing a nice comfy 
distance, away from my pole 
lines (if I was to have a pole 
line going as well), so that I 
wouldn't be splitting the fish. 
Now, although my casters 
are not really grouping very 
tightly that doesn't bother 
me in the slightest; in fact I 
prefer it if they do spread out 
so that you can constantly 
keep drawing fish in. 

First cast made and there 
is no need to sink the line 
today as it's lovely and 
calm at the moment. I make 
sure that I feather the float 
down so that my bait is 
projected past my waggler 
to avoid tangles, but more 
importantly give me that 
tight line so that I hit more 
bites. It's an awesome 
sight to watch the float tip 
slowly dot down due to the 
droppers coming into play 
and... whack... oossshh, 
first cast and first fish of the 
day as a lovely roach around 
4oz waddles its way into my 
keepnet. 

Another follows next cast 
before I miss a bite. I'm using 
a single red maggot hooked 
normally but throughout 
the session I will change 
how I hook my bait, as 
roach in particular can 


Chub are Andy’s 
favourite fish - h 
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sometimes be hard to 
hit. If you're getting 
bites constantly on 
the drop, either 
shallow up 
accordingly or 
feed after every 
two fish. I'm 
feeding every cast 
at the moment 
and it seems to be 
working well. I'm 
getting most of my bites 
as soon as the bait hits the 
bottom, which is perfect. 

The roach are all in 
absolutely mint condition 
and I doubt most have ever 
seen a hook before! An hour 
in and I've already had 
roach to just over lib; does 
it get any better than this? 
The great beauty of fishing 
the waggler if big fish are 
present is that you can just 
let line out, unlike a pole 
where you dip the pole tip 
under the water and wait for 
the inevitable 'ping'! A great 
big FI makes an appearance, 
quickly followed by two of 
the bestest fish in the world 
- chub. 

All these fish were taken 
on the drop, but I'm not 
getting enough bites to 
warrant fishing shallow. 
Usually I would be changing 
depths, and the position of 
my droppers, but the fish 
are feeding very confidently 
today and I don't have to 
alter anything. Even though 
it's only 3°C the fish are 
really having a go and this 
is typical of lots of waters 
around the country that 
contain lovely silvers. 

I have a spell of missing 
bites so I try hooking 
my maggot through the 
side - this works very 
well for a while and then 
eventually when the fish 
gain more confidence I go 
back to hooking the maggot 
normally. 

Why change to hooking 
the maggot through the 
side? Well, you throw some 
maggots into the water next 
time you're out and watch 
how they fall - they always 
fall on the side! This trick 
can really sort out the bigger, 
craftier roach but will also 


One word... ooosh!

catch you more fish when 
you have a bit of an 'iffy' 
patch. 

Another tip is to try having 
two or even three strikes at 
the fish. Basically, when you 
feed make sure the casters 
land over a big area, with 
odd ones going past where 
your main fishing zone is. 
Quite often the bigger fish 
will back off the main shoal 
but with fast-biting fish such 
as roach, ide or chub you 
will miss bites. So, by casting 
past the bait if you miss a 
bite here you can let the float 
settle on your feed, and if 
you miss a second bite you 
can then pack up and give 
up fishing - ha ha! 

Really, you will be 
surprised how many times 
you miss one or two bites 
and then connect with a fish 
the second or third time. It 
just saves you a little bit of 
time from having to reel in 
and cast every missed bite, 
because one thing for sure is 
that you will miss bites. 

After four hours fishing 
I'm still getting a bite every 
cast and with every fish 
averaging 5oz or 6oz you 
can see how a big weight 
can be achieved. Usually I 
would set up a 6m pole line 
as well and feed this heavily 
with casters. This line can 
sometimes be devastating for 
roach. I did set one up today 
but with having a big clunky 
cameraman dressed in pink 
and fluorescent orange, errrr 
the roach didn't exactly 
stay long! I had a few on it 
but bites were few and far 
between. 

Well, what a session I've 
had today and you can 
see why no sleep was had, 
knowing that I'd be all 
snarled up in roach soup! 

I've had a good 501b of 
nearly all roach with two 
cheeky chub and a 'proper' 
FI. Get out and give the 
waggler a go and I promise 
it will bring a smile to your 
face! 

What a shame I've got to 
do this again tomorrow, and 
the day after and the day 
after that. . . woohoo, I love 
my office! mf

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Match Fishing: 

The feeder and straight lead 
are brilliant winter tactics 
in winter on venues such 
as Gold Valley, Larford or 
Boddington, yet the same 
tactics seem to be ignored on 
typical commercials. Canal- 
type lakes or venues with 
an island within pole range 
are pole-dominated affairs 
in winter but is this the best 
tactic, or is there still a place 
for a rod-and-line approach 
on this type of venue? 

Jamie Harrison: 

This is an interesting 
question and it's certainly 
correct that most big, open 
expanses of water are 
dominated by rod-and-line 
tactics in winter. When the 
fish are feeding far less 
in the cold it can often be 


does your bait settle on the 
bottom, especially when it's 
windy. Canal-type lakes are 
also renowned for suffering 
with tow when the wind is 
blowing down them. 

By fishing a feeder, you 
can be certain that your hook 
bait is always presented 
close to your area of feed. 


When To Fish The Feeder 

Knowing when to fish a 
feeder over the pole is a 
tricky decision to make. 

The first instance I would 
chose a feeder over the pole, 
regardless of the time of year 
or the temperature, is when 
it's too windy to get suitable 
presentation on the pole. 

I've seen anglers wrestling 
with poles, with rigs blowing 
all over the place and I can 
never quite understand why; 
carp like a well-presented, 
natural-looking bait, not 
a pellet being fished like 
a rubber jig over a North 
Sea wreck. Unless you can 
present your bait correctly 
you should always fish the 
feeder and make the most of 
the presentation it offers. 

With the subject of the 
wind taken out of the 
equation, the other situation 
I would pick up the feeder 
would be on any match or 
session where bites are going 
to be few and far between, 
where you're looking for 
five to 15 fish to win the 
match - that's just one to 


a case of having to cast 
around to find them rather 
than feeding one area and 
attracting them to where 
you want to catch. Fishing 
the rod and line gives you 
the versatility to search your 
swim and find the fish, often 
far beyond pole range. 

Now this doesn't really 
come into play on smaller 
commercials; you can only 
cast to the far bank or 
island, which is usually 14 
to 17 metres away, and quite 
often in winter the depth 
next to these features isn't 
sufficient to hold any fish 
anyway. So why would you 
opt for rod-and-line tactics 
over the pole? 

The huge advantage I 
find the rod and line have 
in winter over the pole or 
waggler is presentation; 
admittedly the pole has 


much more finesse but 
for presenting just a small 
amount of bait and a single 
hook bait I don't think any 
tactic can rival the feeder. 

Most pole anglers know 
the importance of accuracy 
in winter; they feed via 
pole-mounted pots, pick 
far-bank markers and mark 
their sections to ensure they 
feed in the same spot every 
time, but there is still that 
question of exactly where 
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three bites an hour! As much 
as we all like to think we 
can concentrate for a full 
match, when it's freezing 
cold few of us could hold a 
14m pole and stare at a float 
tip, holding the bait perfectly 
still, looking for one bite 
every hour. In this situation 
you're far better fishing 
the feeder knowing you 
can have a cup of tea, look 
around at what others are 
doing and still have perfect 
presentation and know 


\ 





reed very small amounts of 
bait, and when fished with 
a short hooklength I can 
be sure that my hook bait 
is always among feed and 
ready to be picked up by any 
feeding fish that are in the 
area. 

If I do start catching 
a few fish and it's a day 
where they're responding 
to the feed I will switch to 
either a bigger pellet feeder 
or a Method feeder; the 
Method also gives superb 
presentation but carries a 
little more feed. 

Finally we have the cage 
feeder. I don't use this unless 
I feel the fish are backing off 
the feed; sometimes you can 
get line bites, so you know 
the fish are there, but no 
proper bites, and a switch to 
a cage feeder with a longer 
12 to 18in hooklength can 
encourage these shy fish to 
take your hook bait. 

With regards to the 
other tackle I use then the 
common winter rules apply: 
light lines and small hooks 
will always help encourage 
bites. I normally drop down 
to 0.13mm Power Micron on 
the pellet and Method feeder 
and either a size 18 Silver 
Bagger for direct hooking of 
baits or a size 16 Carp Rigger 


you're not going 
to miss a bite. 


for hair rigging bigger baits. 
One important item of 
tackle that can really help 
on these venues is a short 
rod - 1 use an 8ft Carpmaster 
Little Pig and it's perfect for 
maintaining accuracy on 
short casts. A longer rod just 
makes controlling the cast 
difficult and anything that 
can help improve accuracy, 
especially in winter, is a 
welcome addition in my 
holdall. 


Bait Choice 

When it comes to feed it's 
quite simple; you don't 
want to introduce anything 
too filling but you do want 
enough bait in the swim to 
hold any fish that show an 
interest. Micro pellets are 
perfect for this as a small 
pellet feeder will still hold 
quite a few loose offerings. 

I do have a lot of faith in 
flavourings and in winter, 
especially when using 
fishery own pellets, I like to 
give them a little boost with 
a liquid additive, which just 
gives me the confidence that 
my bait is a little different 
to everyone else's on the 
bank. Along with the micros 
I also like to prepare a little 
groundbait, usually just a 
pint; this can help to pack 


Which Feeder? 

When it comes 
to both feeder and 
tackle choice it is as 
always down to personal 
preference. I'm not fan of 
the straight lead on canal- 
type venues as I feel that the 
lead is a tactic that works 
best when you can cast 
around, searching a large 
area looking for a fish - 
something that isn't really 
possible on a narrow strip of 
water. 

With this in mind I prefer 
to set a trap, feed a small 
amount of bait and wait for 
the fish to find it; this leaves 
me with the choice between 
a Method feeder, a pellet 
feeder or a small cage feeder. 

My first choice is always 
the pellet feeder; by fishing a 
small 15g inline model I can 
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out the feeder when you 
want to cut down on the 
amount of pellets you're 
introducing. It's also another 
attractant that can help to 
encourage the fish that are 
around to feed. 

Hook baits really depend 
on the species you're 
targeting. Baits such as 
corn and pellets can work 
well but they can be quite 
selective, whereas single 
or double dead maggot on 
a small hook will enable 
you to catch carp as well as 
skimmers and other species. 
It's worth experimenting, 
though, as sometimes a 
visible bait such as corn will 
work really well on a tough 
day. 

Pick The Right Area 

With the correct tackle and 
the right bait a little thought 
needs to goes into where 



you fish the feeder. If you're 
fishing the feeder in summer 
because it's too windy to fish 
the pole then the far-bank 
feature is the obvious place 
to fish; in winter you need to 


age feeder is a great 
lative if the fish back 
off the feed. 



look for deeper water a little 
way off the far bank and 
I usually start the session 
fishing at the bottom of the 
far shelf, around three- 
quarters of the way across. 
This always seems to be the 
best area as the fish that are 
usually around the features 
drop into this deeper 
water as the temperature 
plummets. From here as the 
session develops you can 
find the fish back off, either 
up the shelf slightly or to 
one side, so it can pay to cast 
to another area if the swim 
shuts down completely 
and you feel the fish have 


moved. 

One thing is for sure, 
though, and that is that 
the feeder certainly does 
have a place on all venues 
regardless of size. When the 
conditions are poor or the 
fishing is really difficult, the 
presentation the feeder offers 
is hard to rival on any other 
method, even the pole. 

Adapting the same 
methods you use in summer, 
fining down your tackle 
and reducing your feed 
really can make the feeder 
an unbeatable method in 
even the most extreme of 
conditions, mf 
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around eight feet - remains 
fairly constant. Find a pool 
with these depths and you'll 
find the fish. 

The pools at Shatterford 
Lakes, in Worcestershire, are 
an ideal example. They may 
be small, but in some places 
the water drops beyond 30 
feet and it has a reputation 
for producing excellent bags 
of quality roach and bream, 
especially Masters and Eric's 
lakes, with the latter boasting 
roach over the 21b mark. 

This is where we joined 
Starlets ace Dan Ashington 
to find out how he deals with 
the challenge of catching in 
deep water. 


Peg 3 is home for the day 
and after a second night of 
subzero temperatures, at 
least 50 per cent of the lake 
is povered with ice. You 
wduld have expected the 
whole pool to be an ice rink, 
but thanks to the way the 
watersheds into the lake - a 
cascade to Dan's right and 
an outfall to the left - there's 
a constant flow, so it remains 
fishable. 

Dan haAselected his peg 
on the advioe of fishery 
manager Gr&nt Albutt, who 
suggested he looked for the 
shelf where thh lake bed 
dropped away \rom around 
six feet to 15 fee 


was gin clear and although 
Dan did think about setting 
up a rig to fish up the shelf, 
he felt it was too cold and 
it would be unlikely that he 
would catch close in. Instead, 
he decided to fish the one 
long line in the deep water 
and get the fish to focus on 
one feed area. 

The deep-water option 
meant that Dan would fish 
each of his rigs on a top 
five. Choice of elastic was 
key too because, along with 
the smaller roach in Eric's, 
there are some clonking 
specimens, so he went for 
top kits with solid No5s, 


A n unseasonably 

mild start to winter 
ensured that anglers 
enjoyed some 

bonus carp bagging sessions 
right into the New Year. 
However, it didn't last and 
as the icy grip of the Arctic 
took hold and temperatures 
plummeted, the focus of 
many turned to silver fish 
because the carp became less 
active. 

Deep-water venues offer 
some of the best winter roach 
and skimmer action once it 
gets cold, because even when 
the mercury doesn't rise 
above zero, the temperature 
below a certain depth -

the larger fish but at the 
same time be soft enough 
not to bump the smaller 
silvers. More importantly, 
the elastic also needed to 
be firm enough to strike the 
hook home through the deep 
water. If it were too soft it 
would be likely that there 
wouldn't be enough force to 
set the hook. 

Dan set up two almost 
identical rigs. The first 
consisting of a 1.5g Sensas 
Series 18 float set on 0.12mm 
main line, onto which he 
had an olivette bulk to get 
the rig down to its fishing 
depth quickly, plus three 


No9 droppers and two 
No 12 trimmers below the 
olivette. Hook link was six 
inches of 0.08mm mono 
with a size 18 Gama Green 
hook. The second rig had 
a 2g KC Gloucester on the 
same diameter mono and 
this also had an olivette 
bulk, this time with three 
No8 droppers. The hook 
link was identical to the first 
rig. This second setup could 
be needed to hold the bait 
steady if the lighter rig failed 
to cope with the constant 
right to left flow on the 
water. 

The olivettes on both rigs 


were set 20 inches above 
the hook, with the droppers 
spread out between the bulk 
and the hook link. 

Once the cold weather hits, 
the fishes' metabolism slows 
and they are nowhere near as 
active as when it's warm, so 
the groundbait recipe needs 
to attract and not feed. With 
this in mind, Dan mixed a 
bag of Sensas Lake Fine with 
a bag of Gros Gardons Noire. 
The latter darkens the feed, 
which ensures it creates a 
dark carpet of food in the 
clear water, which the fish 
will be confident to feed on. 
A light-coloured groundbait 
would show up the profile 
of a fish to any passing 


predator. He also added a 
handful of Sensas Pastoncico 
- a sweet biscuit-based 
crumb - which he explained 
he had been using for a 
while with plenty of success. 
Once mixed in with the feed, 
the coloured particles stood 
out against the dark mix. 

The groundbait was mixed 
with a whisk to ensure it 
contains no stodgy lumps 
and once Dan was happy 
with the consistency, he then 
added three pints of Sensas 
Terre De Riviere to give the 
groundbait added weight, 
so that it sank quickly in the 
deep water. 

After careful plumbing 
up, Dan found the drop-off 





The feed should be dark and 
heavy when targeting silvers 







into the deep water to be 
at around 13 metres. The 
bottom then continued to 
slope away the further out 
he went. This discovery 
changed his mind on how 
he would feed his initial 
balls of groundbait. He had 
planned to ball in the feed 
but the sloping bottom, plus 
the cold temperature, made 
him rethink his attack. He 
would now cup each ball 
in. Before balling up his 


feed, Dan added a small 
amount of dead pinkies 
and a sprinkling of casters 
then made up six well- 
compressed, orange-sized 
balls. As he fed the first ball, 
he explained that he would 
feed each a little short of the 
13 metres to allow for the 
feed to spread out and settle 
down the slope as it broke 
down. Had he balled in, he 
feared the feed would land 
away from his chosen line 


and pull the fish away. 

The early morning 
mist had given way to a 
clear, blue sky and bright 
sunlight, which, although 
added a little warmth to 
the day, didn't make for 
the best fishing conditions 
considering the clarity of the 
water. 

Dan started with a caster 
on the hook - the first option 
of his three hook baits for 
the session, the others being 


red and white maggots and 
fluoro pinkies. Shipping out 
a 15ft rig and then getting 
it to fish correctly is key to 
ensure you don't get any 
tangles and the bait is sitting 
over the feed. Once his hook 
was baited, Dan swung the 
rig out to the side so that it 
landed in a straight line. He 
then shipped it out to the 
13m mark, lifted it right out 
of the water and swung it 
out beyond the line. As the 
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rig swung back towards 
him, he lowered his pole 
until the float hung about 
24 inches out of the water. 
This allowed the rig to settle 
straight in the water. Once 
it had settled, Dan slowly 
lowered the bait down to the 
feed. 

The slight drift on the 
water meant that Dan 
initially held his rig against 
the tow. However, after he 
remained biteless for the 
first 30 minutes, he started to 
allow the rig to go with the 
flow to see if the movement 
would induce a take. It 
didn't! 

It was clear after an hour, 
even after Dan had switched 
hook baits regularly, that it 
was going to be hard going. 
The unhelpful conditions 
had definitely had an effect 
on the fishing, but, explained 
Dan, it's often a case of 
sticking to your guns and 
waiting for things to happen. 
Even when you try to make 
things happen! Dan had 
been loose feeding casters 
regularly and keeping his 
hook bait active by lifting 
and lowering it every so 
often. 

His earlier conversation 
with Grant told him that 
the match held on the pool 
the previous weekend, after 
the first big frost of the year, 
produced some good silver- 
fish weights but it took a 


while for the fish to feed. 

Dan also added that you just 
needed one fish to get its 
head down over the feed and 
the rest would follow! 

The heat of the day 
certainly had an effect on 
the water because steam 
could be seen rising from the 


surface. It still didn't help 
the fishing, though, as Dan 
continued to fish different 
baits and switch rigs. He 
even tried to see if the fish 
were holding off the feed by 
fishing beyond his 13m line, 
so the bait sat a few inches 
off the deck. 


The lack of bites during a 
five-hour event in winter is 
not unusual, and it's often 
the case that you might not 
get a nibble for long periods. 
However, the last thing you 
do is give up, explained 
Dan, especially when 
those around you are also 
struggling. Whether it was 
the time of the day, or that 
the heat on the water had an 
effect, he had his first bite of 
the day as the sun started to 
drop behind the trees and 
the temperature started to 
plummet again. 

Small roach started to 
come regularly on maggots 
and once he was confident 
that a shoal had moved in, 
Dan switched to casters, 
which saw him catch a better 
stamp of fish. 

Over the next hour the 
action kept the cold away 
and Dan was able to put a 
double-figure catch together 
that included one or two 
quality roach. 

It was a satisfying end 
to an extremely gruelling 
day and an excellent lesson 
learned when it comes to 
catching silvers in the depths 
of a cold winter. The far 
side of the lake remained 
frozen all day and the far 
bank looked like an icy 
wasteland. You have to 
have the confidence and the 
patience to keep going until 
the all-out. mf

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Bait secrets 



Ever opened a bag of groundbait and really thought about how you 're going to mix it up? 



W 


ell, most 
people 
actually 
don't 


- they simply 
add water until it 
makes a nice fluffy 
consistency that 
most of us think is 
right! 

Those of you 
that read my articles 
will know that I am a 
stickler for detail. I like 
to think about WHY I do 
something when I go fishing, 
rather than just copying 
what others seem to do. 
Groundbait is no exception 
to that rule, raising questions 
such as: Why am I using 
groundbait? How am I 
planning to catch fish over 
it? And how often am I likely 
to introduce it? 

As an example. 

Supercrush Expander is 


probably the most basic, yet 
most effective bait available 
- the mix is 100 per cent 
pure crushed expander 
pellets and no doubt fish of 
all species eat it. But the way 
it is introduced can make all 
the difference. 

Let's start with the basics. 

I want a groundbait that 
sinks to the bottom but 
draws fish in, encouraging 


them to feed. Surely all you 
do is mix the groundbait to 
that nice fluffy consistency? 

This will of course work 
to a degree, but you have to 
think about the amount of 
fish likely to be in the peg 
and how you are going to 
catch them. 

Take the margins, for 
example. Fish don't need a 
second invitation to come 
into the margins; in fact the 
problem usually is that there 
are so many fish there that 
you get line bites and foul 
hook fish! 

In this situation, when 
I know the fish will be 
coming in, I like to mix 
the groundbait completely 
overwet, so that all the 
particles absorb plenty 
of water, and when 
introduced in the 
margin, the mix can be 
fed loose and simply 
sinks straight to the 
bottom and stays 
there! You almost 
can't overdo it with 
the water - as long as 
it doesn't end up as a 
complete slop then you 
have the right mix. 

So surely then all you have 
to do for any groundbait is 
mix it like this all the time? 
Unfortunately that doesn't 
seem to be the case. In an 
open-water situation, where 
maybe bream, skimmers 
and carp are the target, this 
overwet groundbait can also 
work well, but in deeper 
water you need to introduce 
your bait in a ball to ensure 
it gets to the bottom. The 
trouble is that when a 


groundbait is mixed overly 
wet it can take a long time to 
break down when made into 
a ball. 

Sometimes you may feel 
that this is what you want; 
a mix that takes a long time 
to break down creating 
competition among fish. 
However, not all venues 
are as prolific, and you 
need to use the attractive 
properties of the groundbait 
to encourage the fish into the 
peg, creating a carpet of bait 
on the bottom over which 
fish can graze. 

On these occasions, mixing 
your groundbait to that 
normal, fluffy consistency 
is fine. However, mixing it 
on the bank will mean some 
particles still float and are 
active, possible keeping fish 
at different levels. Again, 
you may want this to draw 
fish in, but if not mixing it 
the night before can work 
well. The particles in your 
groundbait will absorb all 
water overnight, so the mix 
will open up quickly once on 
the bottom, but create a dead 
carpet for fish to graze over. 
Perfect on slightly harder 
venues where fish are not 
quite as aggressive with their 
feeding. 

This is just one type of 
groundbait, in a limited 
amount of situations. So 
next time you pick your 
mix, think carefully about 
what you are trying to catch, 
how you are trying to catch 
them and be prepared to 
experiment with it rather 
than just making it look 
good! mf

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on certain days I do think 
that it's an unusual sight for 
the fish and they have a lot 
more time to inspect a bait 
in winter and can easily turn 
their nose up at anything 
that looks out of place or 
unsafe. 

One other thing I've 
discovered, which again 
leads me to think that maybe 
bread isn't always the best 
bait for dobbing, is that 
the colour of your bait can 
really make a difference 
when it comes to catching. 
Surprisingly, whenever 
I've tried dobbing with 
white maggots they haven't 
produced half as well as red 
maggots, which leads me to 
think that maybe sometimes 


The Right Swim 

Like any tactic, dobbing 
won't guarantee you catch, 
regardless of what bait you 
use. The type of swim you're 
fishing can actually have a 
big impact on your choice 
to even try dobbing as some 
swims, especially open- 
water swims with no notable 
features, rarely produce a lot 
of fish to this tactic. 

The ideal swim for 
dobbing is one in which you 
can reach either the far bank 
or an island with the pole, 
and any additional features 
such as reeds or branches or 
overhanging grasses can also 
help to hold and attract fish 
that can then be dobbed. 

The final element that 
contributes to the perfect 
dobbing swim is depth; 
having 12 inches against 
the island or far bank may 
be perfect for summer but 
in winter, especially as the 
colour begins to drop out of 
the water, the fish prefer a 
little more water over their 
backs. 

The ideal depth for 
dobbing is around three feet; 
if you can find this depth 
against the features you'll 
usually find it holds a few 
fish all year round. 


W hat is dobbing? 

It's actually 
quite a vague 
description of a 
method that can take many 
different forms. Saying you 
caught dobbing is a bit like 
saying you caught on the 
feeder, or on the waggler; yes 
it gives an idea of how you 
caught, but with so many 
variables you're still left 
pretty much in the dark. 

The most common 
assumption that most of us 
make is that if you caught 
dobbing, you caught on 
bread; after all it's the only 
bait a lot of anglers ever 
try when dobbing, but in 
the last few seasons I've 
been having a lot of success 
dobbing other baits, mainly 
maggots, and I've found 
that a simple switch of baits 
can get you bites in an area 
you previously thought was 
devoid of fish. 

I don't know exactly why 
maggots are so effective 
for dobbing but I do have 
a theory: fish see maggots 
dropping through the 
water all year long on most 
venues and therefore seeing 
a maggot in midwater is 
nothing new. Bread is rarely 
used on commercials and 
although it can be effective 


a darker colour can 
sometimes be more effective 
than a bright colour. With 
this in mind the bright colour 
of bread could actually put 
the fish off at times, rather 
than attract them. 

The final plus point to 
fishing maggots, and this 
is one that I think can be 
a match winner in winter, 
is that maggots are not as 
selective as bread and you 
will pick up other species. 

As you'll be fishing off the 
bottom these are usually, 
roach, rudd, ide or chub, but 
a couple of pounds of these 
throughout the day can be 
equivalent to another carp, 
and the difference between 
framing and not. 
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My Dobbin g Rig 

Fishing the correct 
bait, and ensuring it's 
presented naturally, 
are both massively 
important when it 
comes to dobbing, and 
having one without the 
other can easily leave you 
biteless. 

Unlike most tactics when 
dobbing you're not feeding 
and therefore the only way 
to catch is to trick the fish 
into thinking that 
your hook bait 
is a random 
offering 
dropped into 


the water. With this in mind 
the manner in which you 
present your bait must be as 
natural as possible and this 
means fishing light: light 
floats, delicate shotting, 
thin, supple lines and 
small, lightweight 
fine- wire hooks. 

I never feel the 
need to set up loads 
of rigs when dobbing 
as one rig can usually 
cover all my needs. 


My float choice is a 
4x10 Middy Carp 
Grey; it's important 
to have a light float 
with a buoyant tip as 
this will be supporting 
the weight of your bait. 

You'll also find that when 
fishing against the far bank 
you'll fish into various light 
conditions and shadows 
and therefore a visible tip is 
really important. 

Main line is 0.12mm 
Middy Lo-Viz to a 0.10mm 
hooklength. As I mentioned, 
this not only helps to give 
your bait a natural fall, as 
the thinner the line the more 
supple it is, but it's also 
difficult for the fish to spot 
underwater as they inspect 
your bait. Hook choice is 
a size 16 Middy 63-13, a 
lightweight hook that is still 
strong enough to 
land any carp I'll 
hook, when used 
in conjunction 
with a light hollow 
elastic and a puller kit. 

' shotted to give 
bait the most natural fall 
possible and so the majority 


of the shot is placed just 
under the float with just one 
NolO shot just above my 
hooklength. 

Getting Dobby 

To demonstrate my dobbing 
tactics we've come to 
Cudmore Fishery. The lake 
we're on is around 14.5 
metres wide and has an 
inviting far bank of stickups 
and it certainly looks fishy. 

The first job is to plumb 
up, just to get a mental 
picture of the depth on the 
far bank, the nature of any 
shelves and the depth in any 
clear spots against the bank. 

I like to plumb up both sides 
of me as far as I can reach, 
and in this case it's meant 
slipping on another couple 
of sections and fishing at 19 
metres. The more of the far 
bank you can cover the more 
chance you have of picking 
up fish. 

I have just less than three 
feet against the reeds and a 
bit less where it cuts in, so 
I'm going to start the session 
fishing two feet deep. This 
way I can be safe in the 








knowledge that wherever I 
drop my bait it'll be sat off 
the bottom, hopefully in the 
line of sight of a few fish. 

I'm quite methodical when 
starting my dobbing session, 
I want to make sure I cover 
all of my swim so I start 
directly in front of me and 
then switch between the left 
and right, slowly working 
outwards, making a mental 
note of any areas where I get 
a bite, an indication or a fish. 

Baiting with double red 
maggot I ship out and lay 
my rig in; I like to give it 
a few minutes with a little 
lifting and dropping just to 
see if anything is in the area 
but bites on this method are 
usually pretty instant if the 
fish are there. 

After 15 minutes of trying 
various spots I hook my first 
fish to my right; it's clearly a 
carp as several feet of elastic 
are pulled from the pole 
and I guide it away from the 
danger of the far bank. Once 
in the open water I take my 
time to ensure that I land 
what is a lovely common 
around 31b. 

I drop in at the exact same 
spot next time but it seems 
it was a lone fish. Dropping 


further to my right I get 
a couple of indications, 
which leads me to think the 
fish may be further off the 
bottom. I shallow up six 
inches and am rewarded 
with an instant bite, which 
turns out to be a small ide. 
Several more follow from the 
same spot to give my catch 
a quick boost. With that area 
drying up I switch back to 
my original depth and go 
as far to my left as I can 
reach, and once again I'm 
rewarded with a quick bite 
that sees an angry winter 
carp make a bid for freedom! 
I put as much pressure as I 
dare on the light tackle and 
eventually I have another 
carp beaten and in the net. 

The temperature is really 
cold today and bites are hard 
to come by but I spend the 
next hour picking up the 
odd ide, and even a skimmer 
that was caught well off the 
bottom, before I finally latch 
into something big again. 

It's another carp of similar 
size and it's soon joining the 
other in my keepnet. 

I fish on for another hour 
but only a couple of ide are 
my reward so we decide to 
call it a day. It's not been a 


frantic session and each carp 
has come from a different 
spot, which makes me think 
that they're not here in any 
numbers. The three carp plus 
the silvers have pushed me 
into double figures in just a 
short session, and I'm sure 
I wouldn't have caught that 
weight if I'd fished bread. 

Dobbing really can be a 


brilliant method and when 
used in conjunction with 
the right bait - mainly 
maggots - it can put fish in 
your net when many other 
methods fail. It's certainly 
a method I'll be relying on 
in the next few months and 
one I think should be in 
every commercial angler's 
armoury, mf

There is no doubt about it, 
we are the stamp collectors 
of fishing. All the other 
branches of fishing spend 
far more of their fishing time 
actually on the bank. Sea 
anglers do very little prep, 
carpers spend days on end 
playing with themselves in 
a tent on the bank and the 
fluff chuckers' idea of prep 
is getting the butler to put 
some bubbly on ice for later. 
Why can't we have that 
much fun!? 

Then there are the creepy 
masochistic few that actually 
enjoy the prep. It's like a 
drug - they just can't get 
enough! Give a pleasure 
angler a new rod and he 
can't wait to give it a go. 
Give a match angler a new 
hook box and he can't wait 
to fill it up! 


Fishing is not the sexiest 
sport around. Yes, anglers 
statistically make the best 
lovers but high-octane 
bleak bashing is hardly an 
aphrodisiac.

Using shockleaders

W hen you 

start talking 
about using 
shockleaders 
for feeder fishing, people 
automatically think of 
casting to the horizon for 
bream, and yes, by using 
a shockleader you can 
physically cast a lot further 
than you would without it. 

The way a shockleader 
works means that you have 
a heavier breaking strain 
of line holding your feeder 
rig, and when in casting 
position there needs to be 
approximately three to four 
turns of that leader on the 
spool. This leader is then 
attached to the main line, 
which is usually a lot lighter 
than the shockleader. 

It makes sense that you 
can create much more 
compression on a rod 
with heavier line, to create 
the inertia to cast greater 
distances. However, the 
heavier the line you use the 
more drag resistance there 
is, which means that by 
just using heavier line with 
no shockleader it will slow 
down the cast much quicker 
after the initial compression 
and negate any distance 
advantage. Couple that with 
a side wind and your feeder 
could go anywhere! 

This is where the lighter 
main line comes into play 
The heavier 'shocker' sends 
the feeder on its way, 
gaining momentum, then a 
the lighter main line 
is released. This has 
much less friction fit* 
on the rod guides 
and nowhere / 

near as much \ * 

wind resistance. 


meaning that it will travel 
much further in a straight 
line. 

I have been using 
shockleaders for bream 
fishing for more years than I 
can recall, but started using 
them for carp about seven 
or eight years ago at Barston 
Lakes when I realised the 
necessity to be extremely 
accurate on hard days. 

When you are using a 
Method feeder, they do cast 
very well and if the wind 
gets up it is easy to use 
a heavy line and heavier 
feeder than normal and 
whack it out; and yes, you 
get there okay most of the 
time. 1 iowever, accuracy is 
often compromised and I am 
certain that a heavy or larger 
than normally required 
feeder really spooks the fish, 
especially if it goes in with 
a thud! 

Put a sensible shocker on 
and you will be amazed at 
how much easier it is to cast 
medium and long distances, 
and just how much more 
accurate you can be with a 
sensible sized and weighted 
feeder that you can 'feather' 
into the water with a nice 

'plop'- 

The majority of my 
shockleaders are made 
up from 81b Shim a no 
Technium line. This is the 
most reliable line I have

the rings without catching, 
which would reduce the 
casting distance. 

The knot I use for mono to 
mono is a double blood knot. 
This is a very reliable knot 
for shockleaders and most 
Tine to line' applications. 

For mono shocker to braid I 
tend to use an Albright knot, 
which I feel works much 
better as the braid grips this 
knot nicely and creates a 
very smooth knot that casts 
very well. 

There are some really 
big benefits of using a 
shockleader other than just 
the casting. For example, 

I find it really helpful in 
judging where hooked 
fish are and when they are 
ready to be netted. When 
playing fish I like to keep 
my rod low and bring them 
right under my feet 
before flipping 
the rod up and 
scooping them. 
The shocker 
knot acts as 
an audible 
alert to tell me 
where the fish 
is. When I hear 
the knot come 
through the rings I 
know that another three 
or four turns of the reel and 
the fish is ready to be flipped 
into the landing net. This can 
save a lot of time when I'm 
bagging as the fish always 
comes up in the right spot 
rather than me having to 
raise the rod and look where 
it is. 

It is also excellent for 
playing big fish at the net 
off the shocker as you can 
put extra pressure on them. 
The fight is generally the 
toughest at the netting stage, 
especially with bigger carp 
where you often need that 
extra breaking strain to get 
them up to the surface and 
quickly into the net. If I was 
using 51b or 61b main line 
only I would not be able 
to pull that hard without 
worrying about breaking off. 

Another advantage is that 
feathering the feeder in with 
lighter line is easier as the 
stretch helps slow it, rather 


ever used in this breaking 
strain and I rarely need to 
go any heavier unless I need 
to reach 90 metres or more. 
For this I use 101b breaking 
strain. Normally around 
two times the length of 
the rod gives you the right 
length of shockleader with 
three to four turns sat on the 
real spool when casting or 
playing a fish. 

Main line varies but 
is normally either 51b or 
61b Maxima, again a very 
reliable line. Through choice 
I use 61b, but if it is really 
windy or I do need to go a 
long way then the 51b comes 
into play for the reasons 
already mentioned above. 

My rod choice for this style 
of fishing is the Garbolino 
Tectra 12ft Power Feeder: 
it has a great casting action 
with lots of compression in 
the tip and middle sections, 
yet it is forgiving enough 
when playing fish of all 
sizes, from carp to skimmers. 
One of the main things also 
to consider is the size of the 
guides. These need to be big 
enough in the tip section 
not to impede the flow of 
the cast and catch the knot. 
Most guides on rods are 
big enough to use shockers 
in the butt and middle 
but many, especially the 
quivertips are tiny and not 
right for this style. 

It is also very important 
to leave the tags long on the 
knot between the main line 
and shocker. I like to leave at 
least 30mm of both the ends 
of line off the knot as this 
helps it fly smoothly through 
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same gear as I mentioned 
earlier you can improve your 
accuracy and distance on the 
bomb too, especially in bad 
weather. 

So remember, the use of 
shockleaders is not all about 
casting to the horizon, it can 
dramatically improve your 
accuracy at much shorter 
ranges. 

Today at Barston has been 
an excellent example of how 
effective a shockleader can 
be. I haven't needed to go 
a great distance today - the 
fish were sat at around 60 
metres - but the wind was 
coming at me diagonally 
so it was side and face on! 
That is one of the worst 
winds you can get for casting 
accuracy, but with my setup I 
was able to consistently and 
very comfortably hit the line 
clip and the correct far-bank 
marker to build a massive 
weight on a really nasty day 
when conventional tactics 
would have faltered. Being 
slightly 'overgunned' and 
maintaining accuracy and 
distance is much better than 
not actually being able to get 
to the fish, or even spooking 
them with sloppy casting. 

Make sure you have 
a spool of 81b with you 
and try it next time the 
conditions are bad - you 
will be pleasantly surprised 
how much it improves your 
fishing, mf 


easier to be accurate. 

I have spoken a lot about 
use with the feeder but it 
can work just as well with 
the bomb too. I believe Ivan 


Marks was the man who 
pioneered this idea as he 
used extremely light main 
lines of 21b and 31b and a 
heavy shockleader to cast 
his bomb to places many 
believed impossible at the 
time. This caught him a lot 
of bream on days when they 
didn't want to come within 
feeding range. By using the 


than stop it 

suddenly, and by following 
the feeder into the water by 
lowering the rod you get 
a very nice fish attracting 
'plop' rather than that 
horrible 'thud', which will 
frighten fish for miles in any 
depth of water. 

A shockleader is also great 
when it is hard to use a long 
rod because of bankside 
vegetation or trees. Even 
when using it on a 10ft or 
lift rod you will cast much 
further and make it much

THE LONG GAME 


It honestly never ceases to amaze me just how many anglers 
seem to forget that a match is five hours long. I have seen 
so many matchmen of late give up on a gruelling winter day 
and by the time the fish actually want to have a little chew the 
anglers are no longer trying or concentrating. 

This was a lesson dished out to me many times by my good 
mate Stuart Palser. He is the king of the ‘last 1 0-minute fish 
and has an uncanny knack of catching three or four quality fish 
at the death that make all of the difference at the weigh-in. 

He has passed this thinking on to me and I must say over the 
last two or three seasons I too have generally caught those all- 
important bonus fish. It gives incredible peace of mind knowing 
that even when the lake is frozen there will be a little flurry of 
bites right at the end, providing you don’t blow your peg to bits 

with feed, that is! . 

The key seems to be to leave somewhere in your swim alone. 
At Tunnel this can be towards the far bank or at an angle down 
the middle at, say, 13 metres. What I do not even consider, 
however, is trying it until the final 30 minutes. 

I hear no end of people talk about throwing maggots short 
and emptying it late, well, here’s something for you: I have been 


second and third in the last two seasons’ individual parts of the 
winter league and in probably 30 matches can count how many 

times I have caught short on the fingers of one hand 

It just doesn’t seem to happen for me and I’ve noticed it is the 
same for many others, but because it is ‘the done thing most 
anglers are still fishing like this. 

Instead I much prefer that quiet area for the last 30 minutes 
of the match and, if anything, my confidence increases going 
into this crucial spell. Even if I haven’t caught a lot throughout 
the match, I am confident of some late fish. 

Take a recent match on the New Pool, for example, had a 
dodgy match, was losing fish and wasn’t really going anywhere. 
The last 10 minutes, though, saw me catch three big FIs for a 

further 91b and a great result. 

Funnily enough I looked around and most had given up, 
except one man . . . Stu was doing what he does and caught five 

in the last 15! ..„ 

It just goes to prove that you can never give in when the 
weather is cold, and whether that be catching roach on a canal 
or carp and FIs on a commercial, that last spell in the match is 
often your most crucial, so stay focused on your game. 
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t Three attempts later and we got 
a great issue with Lee Kerry. 


JAMIE HUGHES - MAN ON FIRE! 

Our Winter League this year has been a touch, shall we say, up and 
down. We have had some great results and some horrendous ones 
and at the time of writing are languishing fourth in the league wit 
no chance of winning. 

There have been some really poor pegs at Tunnel this winter 
where there just isn’t anything you can do. 

One man who has not suffered any problems in that department, 
though, is Sir Jamie Hughes! He has won four of the rounds so far 
(bearing in mind they are 88 pegs) and is absolutely on fire 
His skill with a loaf of bread is incredible and while I like to think 
I know how to do well with the bait, he has taken dobb.ng to the 
next level. He just seems to know when to fish where and at wha 
times, and it is no surprise to me that his results have taken off this 
year at the venue!

Northern match ace Jamie Wilde reveals his all-time top 
10 tips for rod -and- line success with carp when the water 
temperature plummets!

Clearly the size of the fish matters in any match , 
although every carp counts and adds pounds to the 
final weight. Taking your time and being patient can be 
the difference between losing and landing a fish. 
Bites can be very hard to come by during winter months 
so bigger fish like this can really make a difference. 



In the winter months it is always beneficial to have 
an array of hook-bait choices. My four favorites , that 
I always ensure I take to the bank with me , are corn , 
meat , pellets and bread. 

Not every day is the same as the last and having a 
variety enables me to experiment with what the fish 
want. Changing hook baits can lead to extra fish in the 
net. If it seems you are having more liners than bites 
you could try either popping your hook bait up off the 
bottom or casting shorter distances until you receive a 
bite. 




You can also vary the size of your hook bait depending 
on the size offish you are fishing for; I generally find an 
8mm size piece of meat or pellet seems to work best as 
this will catch fish of all sizes. 
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3. TUlllVp 


When refilling your spools it is crucial to ensure that the 
line is level to the lip; this then allows both efficiency 
and accuracy when casting. Doing this allows you to 
cast longer distances to find feeding fish within your 
peg. I always recommend using a minimum of an 81b 
line when either bomb or feeding fishing for carp. 

My preference is fora large model of reel - a 4000-size 
minimum - with plenty of cranking power. 



y.TheHuttHeM 


This for me is one of the most important things when 
feeder fishing. I don't see any reason for the rod to 
rest on your knee. The majority of the time carp hook 
themselves therefore there's no need to be sat waiting 
to strike at each bite. 

Positioning it correctly ; on my front box leg , enables me 
to be within reaching distance of my reel once a bite 
takes place. Using a butt rest can stabilise your rod , 
limiting vibrations down the line. Another benefit is that 
your rod cannot be pulled into the water. 



5. Tree Spool 


Always set your drag to the right tension to 
save line breakages on savage bites. Having 
your clutch set correctly allows the perfect 
hook-hold and fewer hook-pulls. I like to set 
my clutch so that the reel spool spins when 
the rod is arched around in the rod rest. 
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6. 'HooklengUw 


When feeder fishing or bomb fishing for carp I very 
rarely drop below a 61b hooklength, because I don't 
believe this results in fewer bites. You need to make 
every fish count and using a lighter line can result in 
line breakages and lost fish , which in a match situation 
can be costly. 

I like to use a 2ft hooklength - this allows the hook bait 
to sink slowly when the bomb or feeder is feathered in 
and sometimes can provoke a bite as the bait flutters to 
the bottom. 

Always make sure you have plenty of spare hooklengths 
prepared as time out of the water to tie a new one can 
lead to missed fish. I also make sure I have different 
hook baits made up ready on separate hooklengths to 
make quick changes. 




7. Qo Tor 90 Degrees 

Everyone has their own preference when it comes to 
positioning their rod rest. I often see some anglers with 
their rod almost pointing straight , facing the way they 
are casting; for me this is not beneficial. I believe you 
can't see what activity is going on in the peg - line bites , 
for example. 

Having your rod rest set this way can also cause line 
breakages , as there is no give in the rod tip. I like a 
90-degree angle to my rod so that the tip cushions the 
bite when the rod tip goes round. Having this also gives 
you time to react to the bite if the fish decides to swim 
away. 


8. Igoae Teed? 

Despite the weather conditions I will always have a 
' throwaway ' line where I loose feed pellets. Some days I 
find that you will catch on this line and some days you 
won't , but feeding in this area out of the way can give 
you another option to try at a later time , usually at the 
end of the match. 

I tend to feed just four pellets every five minutes to keep 
the fish occupied. If you don't catch on this line , a single 
hook bait cast around your peg , away from the loose- 
fed area will be the better option. 

I always judge the size of the pellets I need to use on 
the size of the fish I'm targeting. Very rarely do I use a 
pellet below 6mm , because I find it hard to feed them 
accurately and in a tight group. 
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Where allowed I will always use a stop bead on my 
feeder setup. This allows me to speed the process up 
when loading my feeder. I find this helps to stop the 
feeder sliding down to the rod tip. 

Another option of using this (again where allowed) is 
to slide the stop bead to the back of my bomb , giving 
a bolt-rig effect. Doing this sets the hook on a perfect 
hook-hold. This also seems to help when reeling in, 
helping the hooklength not to spin up. 


I always evaluate my peg and think about the distance 
I have to fish , therefore I can decide which length rod to 
use. In most cases I tend to use a shorter rod in either a 
9 ft or 10ft model. 

Using a through-action rod limits the amount of 
hook-pulls I get throughout a match. The new Colmic 
Adventure Scrape range covers most aspects of 
commercial fishing. Having a long , stiff ; landing-net pole 
and a big landing net is essential so you're prepared for 
all sizes offish.

I have fond memories of the 
Whisker pole family. I remember 
growing up as part of my local 
angling club and the more ‘swish’ 
anglers in the club owned the 
Whisker High Performance. It sat 
neatly below the famous Spectron 
in the pecking order, but for many 
it offered similar performance for 
£500 less. 

The Whisker was the pole I 
wanted. It had lovely simple black 
and gold graphics and compared 
to the poles I was using at the 
time had performance that I could 
only dream of. In short, it was the 
pole to own. (In fact, if one came 
up on eBay for the right price now, 

I think I would have to have it!) 

Enough nostalgia, fast forward 
to 201 6 and I arrived at work one 
day to a package that I just knew 
was from Daiwa (which always 
gets me excited). When I opened 
the box and saw the word Whisker, 


I got even more excited. Time 
for the new Whisker XLS to take 
centre stage. 

The Whisker has always been 
a popular sight on the bank in its 
many incarnations. Along with its 
cheaper sibling, the Connoisseur 
G50, it is at a price that is realistic 
for many anglers. The £1 ,000 to 
£2,000 market is awash with great 
poles, but what would make me 
buy the XLS over the competition? 

Firstly, it uses the 
aforementioned XLS format that 
was designed for the flagship Air 
XLS. The butt sections have been 
lengthened by 10 centimetres, 
which offers two main advantages. 
The first is length. Daiwa poles 


have always required a dolly butt 
to help achieve that all -important 
16m target, particularly now that 
just about everyone does away 
with the Nol section. Increasing 
the length of the butts (along with 
the new match kits. . . more of that 
later) ensures that it is 16 metres 
straight from the bag with no dolly 
butts required. 

The second key benefit is the 
increase in stiffness. The pole will 
never be at the same level as the 
Air (how can it be, it’s thousands of 


pounds cheaper!) but for a pole in 
this price range it’s stunning. I don’t 
know how, but Daiwa consistently 
makes poles that just feel 
incredible in the hand and it has 
done it again - the balance is just 
perfect. I am not going to say this 
is the stiffest pole I have ever held

compared to some of the flagship 
poles, but in terms of balance, it 
could well be my favourite pole 
that I have held - and that is 
saying something! 

At this point I’m totally sold on 
the Whisker XLS, before I even look 
at the rest of the features. But we 
must move on. The Diamond Satin 
Finish is lovely, the butt sections 
in particular are just super-easy to 
ship out. Compared to the original 
Whisker that I loved so much, 
which had the infamous Daiwa 
squeak, it is worlds apart - just 
effortless to use. 

The match kits have been 
altered slightly to help stick to 
that 1 6m usable length. The Nol 


section will fit a decent-sized 
internal bush straight from the 
wrapper and while I wouldn’t want 
to fish black Hydro through this 
size tip, it is adequate for light solid 
elastics. 

That brings me nicely onto 
the kit packages. There are four 
options available to you, including 
a pole-only 16m package with no 
top kits, ideal if you are already 
a Daiwa user and looking to 
upgrade, and a 13m package that 
features three spare top fives, ideal 
for anglers who fish to CIPS rules. 


But I guess the two packages of 
more interest to UK anglers will be 
the More Power and More Match 
options. 

Each has a bias towards a 
certain type of kit and reflects the 
type of angling that you prefer. 

Into hauling out big weights of 
carp? Then the More Power is 
the package to have. More of an 


all-rounder? Then get involved 
in the More Match. Both are 
comprehensive packages. 

It really is hard to find fault 
with the Whisker XLS, and if I’m 
honest... I want one!

This new rod range from Colmic 
belies its Italian heritage in that 
it is designed very much for a UK 
style of fishing; that is, fishing 
the feeder or Method feeder on 
commercial fisheries for hard- 
fighting carp and FIs. 

The rods’ parabolic actions 
provide plenty of strength through 
the blanks to quickly tame 
the beasts, while retaining the 
accuracy so essential for building 
big weights, where repeated 
casting to the same spot is 
required. 

That’s not to say these rods 
are only suitable for the smaller 


waters, though. Their top-quality

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Hard hookers 

for fooling winter carp 

Match Fishing has enlisted up-and-coming star Craig 
Goldstraw to spill the details on a deadly edge that has 
been responsible for some big match wins in recent months. 

C 


atching carp when 
it's cold can be 
difficult; in fact 
catching anything 


in winter can sometimes 
be seemingly impossible, 
therefore any edge you can 
find to fool another fish or 
two onto your hook can 
quite often get you into the 
frame on hard days. 

There are two main routes 
to go down with your winter 
fishing. Firstly, big and bold 
with a Method feeder or 
straight lead, fishing highly 
visible baits such as corn, 
bread or bodies. . . basically 
anything to attract the 
attention of a lethargic carp. 
The second option is the 
complete opposite, using 
delicate presentation and 
unobtrusive baits to outwit 
even the most wary of fish 
and this is the method that 
I feel can give the most 


consistent results in winter. 

Although feeding micros 
on the pole is really popular 
in winter I like to approach 
things a little differently, 
by feeding slightly bigger 
pellets, meaning fewer loose 
offerings on the bottom and 
more chance of my hook bait 
being picked up, and it's the 
hook bait that is the jewel in 
the crown with this method. 

The secret to this tactic is 
to fish a softened hard feed 
pellet on the hook, which 
matches the feed perfectly 








and therefore looks natural 
and completely safe to eat. 
Not only this but as they're 
heavier than an expander 
they actually straighten 
the rig out much more 
effectively and produce a 
really positive bite, even 
from shy-biting FIs. 

Preparing the hook pellets 
is really simple and can be 
done on the bank as soon as 
you arrive at your peg, but 
for best results they should 
be done the night before. 

I use 4mm Bag 'Em Super 
Natural carp pellets and put 
around a pint in a bait tub, 
then add water until they're 
just covered. Leave them to 
stand and fully absorb all of 
the water; if you're at home 
it's best to transfer them to 
an airtight bag and store in 
the fridge overnight - you'll 
then be left with softened, 
fluffy pellets that can also be 
hooked. 

Fishing this method is 
easy; I don't feed a quantity 
at the start of a session but 
rather build up a swim 
slowly, feeding just four to 
six softened 4mm pellets 
at a time through a pole- 
mounted pot. A single 4mm 
pellet is then presented 
over this on small size 18 
hook with a light 0.10mm 
hooklength. Bites are 
positive and by ignoring 
micros I've found that I 
usually pick up a bigger 
stamp of fish than those

Moving down to the 
hooklength, reliable 0.17mm 
N-Gauge mono and a QM1 
hook, usually size 12 or 
14 depending on the size 
of bait, with a hair-rigged 
Speed Stop complete the 
setup. "I like the extra 
security of a slightly larger 
hook when targeting a small 
number of larger fish - you 
don't want to be losing 
them," explains Adam. 




Variety Is Key 

"I always carry a wide 
variety of visual hook baits 
for this sort of fishing," 
reveals Adam as he sets out 
a feast of bread plus bright 
white, pink, yellow, orange 
and even black boilies. 

"The first key to success 
with this style is to keep 
experimenting - one day 
you'll find a certain colour or 
flavour combination works 
well, and on a similar venue 
the next day it might be 
something totally different 
that picks up that big bonus 
carp. 

"Today, I've got a selection 
of boilies ranging from plain 
white pop-up dumbbells 
and bright pink pop-ups 
soaked in Almond Goo, to 
yellow Pineapple Supreme 
Goo-soaked bottom baits 
and just about everything 
in between. I'd say 


that white, pink and yellow 
are my three most reliable 
colours, with Almond and 
Pineapple Goo a great 
addition, adding colour, 
flavour and attractants. 

"I use these boilies in 
a number of ways. 
With it being really 
cold today, I 
reckon bread 
will also be a 


good option and I can pair 
up a couple of punched 
bread disks with a section 
of pop-up boilie from this 
selection. This gives me the 
best of both baits." 

First choice of hook bait 
for Adam today is a cored 
pop-up boilie soaked in 
Goo and balanced with a 
small string of small shot a 
couple of inches down the 
hooklength. As is often the 
case when it's freezing cold. 


there's no initial interest, but 
that doesn't put Adam off: "I 
know there are fish in there, 

I just need to work out the 
right combination of hook 
bait and location to catch 
them." 

Pink On Parade 

Ringing the changes to 
get his first bite of the day, 
Adam starts to run through 
his hook-bait options with a 
bright white boilie and then 
a yellow Goo'd offering. 
With nothing forthcoming, 
he ups the ante with a real 



in-your-face offering that the 
carp can't fail to see or smell. 

"Bread is a great carrier 
for liquid additives and 
it has the buoyancy to 
act like a wafter hook 
bait, but something I've 
found that really takes it 
to the next level is a good 
spray of Almond Supreme 
Goo. It's thin enough to 
be used through a small 
atomiser so I mount three 
disks on a Speed Stop and 
give it a good squirt. The 
resulting colour change is 
a spectacular pink and it 
smells amazing too!" 

A couple of casts later and 
a lovely dark mirror finds 
its way to Adam's net - it 
couldn't resist the bright 
pink Goo'd up bread discs. 

CastingAmund 

Finding the fish is key with 
this method - it's close to 
zero with the wind chill 
and the carp won't be active 
in these sort of conditions. 
Adam times each cast so the 
hook bait is in the water for 
15 minutes before recasting 
to a new area, giving each 



area a chance of a bite or 
telltale liner. Staying active 
also helps keep warm and 
a regular cup of tea from 
Adam's much-loved Stanley 
flask helps him stay focused 
on unlocking the key to 
catching another one for the 
cameras. 

"Now I know the pink 
bread discs are working 


today. I'll stick with this for a 
while and explore the water 
in front of me. I know the 
carp will pick this up if I put 
it near where they're holding 
up and with the inline lead 
and QM1 hook, I know that 
any carp sucking in the hook 
bait is going to be hooked." 

Sure enough, a small 
hybrid gives a spirited 


account of itself after falling 
to the pink peril on a day 
when all the other anglers 
on the lake are still really 
struggling. 

Deadly Yellow

Where to feed 
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A s fishery manager 
and when running 
the tackle shop here 
at Rookery Waters I 
get asked the same questions 
week in, week out by anglers 
of varying abilities: "What 
bait should I use?" "Which 
lake should I fish?" "What 
peg should I fish?" "What 
tactics should I use?" "What 
rigs?" and "What hooks?" 

What I rarely get asked 
are questions such as: "What 
depth am I looking for?" 
"Where in the peg should 
I feed?" or "Are there any 
notable features on that 


concerned with the obvious 
choices that we all make that 
they forget to ask where the 
fish actually are, and where 
they're likely to catch them. 

Now, when we draw a peg 
in a match we don't have a 
lot of choice; you fish that 
peg regardless and some 
pegs have more obvious 
fish-holding spots than 
others. The important point, 
though, is that whatever 
peg you draw you must 
look for anything that may

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Where to feed 



hold some fish; sometimes it 
may be something you can 
see, something obvious like 
reeds, lily pads, a bridge or 
an inlet pipe, or sometimes 
it can be something less 
visible, something under the 
water like a shelf, a deeper 
or shallower area or even the 
consistency of the bottom. 

So what should we do 
when we get to our peg? 

One of the first things I do 
as soon as I've positioned 
my box and larger items of 
tackle is just to sit on my 
box for a couple of minutes 
and have a good look at my 
peg. It can be too easy to 
get carried away setting up 


and not actually thinking 
about how you're going to 
approach the peg. Look for 
obvious features, what do 
you think will hold the fish? 

Looking at my peg today I 
have lily pads, which are like 
a magnet to fish, at around 
13 metres and also a bridge 
I could cast a feeder to if 
needed. I also have a lot of 
features down the margins 
and I know from experience 
that I have a good depth here 
that I could still catch in, 
despite the cold weather. So 
from just looking at my peg 
I have three obvious fish- 
holding spots, but what's 
under the water's surface? 


As soon as I've got my 
pole out I like to set up just 
one rig and have a good 
plumb round my swim 
to find out exactly what 
I'm dealing with: what 
the depths are, where the 
shelves are and any areas 
of significance. How some 
anglers select their rigs, on 
a venue they don't know, 
and set them all up before 
even knowing the depth or 
contours of the lake always 
baffles me. 

Obviously I know this 
lake well, but it's surprising 
how in an older lake like 
this, with a layer of silt on 
the bottom, the depth can 


change from one week to 
the next as the carp feed in 
different areas and in doing 
so move the silt. I've even 
had situations in summer 
where the fish have made 
the swim deeper while 
I'm fishing as they tear the 
bottom up looking for food. 
When I'm plumbing up not 
only am I looking for the 
bottom of shelves, which are 
an obvious patrol route for 
carp, but also those deeper 
areas where carp have 
previously fed. 

As much as I hate to say 
it, looking for these contours 
on the bottom is one area 
where big carp anglers are 
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light years ahead of us match 
boys. The top carp anglers 
will spend hours casting 
marker floats around a swim 
looking for deeper areas, 
getting to know the bottom 
and looking for areas where 
the silt has been moved, as 
it's the harder areas under 
these that are then exposed, 
which are the perfect 'dinner 
plates' for feeding fish. 

With the plummet you 
can feel around the swim 
and look for areas of less silt 
and these are always a good 
starting point when fishing 
in open water. 

Today I'm going to fish 
two swims towards the lily 
pads, a swim in the deep 
margin and also a swim 
in the open water where 
I've found an area that is 
around two inches deeper 
over an area of around a 
metre square and looks 
like a notable underwater 
feature. These swims also 
give me different depths to 
fish into, which is important 
at this time of year as the fish 
will often find a particular 
depth of water to feed at and 
won't move into deeper or 
shallower water. 

My main tactic today will 
be based around feeding and 
fishing pellets but I've also 
got some corn and maggots 
with me as a change, along

with a few rounds of bread. 
As the lily pads are a natural 
fish-holding spot I often start 
the session fishing bread 
around 12 inches off 
the bottom, basically 
deep dobbing, 
looking for any fish 
that are hunting 
for a quick, easy 


meal. Once I feel I've had 
these early fish I'll start to 
introduce a little bait. 

My rigs are fairly robust as 
both the reeds in the margins 
and the lily pads are like a 
magnet for any hooked fish. 
I'm using 0.14mm Match 
Team main line to an 0.12mm 
hooklength; I will drop 
down to 0.10mm Double 
Strength if I'm struggling but 
only if I can't get a bite. For 




the deeper swims 
I've set up a 
0.3g DC18 float 
hat I've cut 
own slightly 
nd on this rig 
m using a size 
j .8 Wide Gape 
Pellet hook. 

For dobbing 
and the inside 
line in the margins 
I've set up a 0.2g DC8 
with a bulk 18 inches from 
the hook to give the bread 
a slow, natural fall, and this 
will be mounted on a size 
16 B911. Both rigs feature 
a hollow llh elastic, which 
should enable me to steer 
anything I hook away from 
the snags. 

Starting on the bread I 
manage to nick a couple of 
small mirror/ ghost carp but 
bites are hard to come by, so 
I decide to introduce some 
feed. On one line to the lily 
pads I cup in some pellets 
via the big pot, around 100 
micros, and on the other 
I'll simply sprinkle in a few 
pellets via the Toss Pot as 
I fish it. The deeper-water 
swim in the open gets a 
mixture of pellets and 
maggots and the margin will 
simply be fed with a few 
maggots by hand. 

Switching to fishing on 
the deck against the lilies 
it doesn't take long after 
sprinkling in a few pellets to 
get a few indications. I think 
the fish want some food 
today, which is possibly why 
the response on the bread 
wasn't as good as I hoped. 

Just a few minutes pass 
before I get my first positive 
bite and soon another small 
carp is in the net. I've started 
on a 6mm expander and I 
manage to bag four more 
carp before I miss a few 
bites, which is usually a 
^ sign to switch to either 
^ a single or double 
4mm expander. 
This switch 
does the trick and 
I slip the net under a 
couple more fish before this 
line goes quiet. This lull in 
activity forces me to try my 
other line over to the lily 
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Where to feed 


pads and I hook something 
big first drop that's in the 
pads before I can blink. With 
fish well over double figures 
in here it's always a risk, but 
the features do hold the fish 
so you can't ignore them for 
fear of being done by the 
odd bigger fish. 

Next drop after feeding the 
float goes again and this time 
the fish swims towards me 
and away from the danger 
zone; it's not as big as the 
last one but it's still a lovely 
chunky fish. 

A quick drop-in on the 
margin swim with double 
maggot produces nothing 
and I'm not sure if this is due 
to the bankside disturbance 
or because I'm feeding 
maggots. With nothing to 
lose I pot in a few pellets

on this line and switch to 
the open-water, underwater 
feature swim. I've been 
introducing bait on this 
swim regularly and it takes 
just 10 minutes to get my 
first fish on it, and it's the 
biggest of the day so far. 

I sneak another on this line 
and it seems the stamp is 
much bigger but I'm having 
to wait longer for bites; if 
this was a match I'd have to 
switch to the lily pad swim 
as there are more fish on that 
feature but part of me wants 
to hook one of the big ghost/ 
mirrors for the camera. 

Eventually the match 
angler in me gets the 
final say and I spend the 
remainder of the session 
switching between my 
two swims to the lily pads, 
putting fish in the net with 
pleasing regularity. A final 
drop on my margin line 
produces nothing and I have 
to blame that one on the 
heavy-footed cameraman 
rather than my angling 
ability! 

I've put together a lovely 
net of fish in just a few 
hours and I'm really pleased 
with how the session has 
panned out; the lily pads 
were always going to be the 
obvious spot to fish to - even 
Mr Crabtree would have 
pointed that out to us - but 
the deeper area I found also 
produced a bigger average 
stamp and I'm sure if this 
'feature' was found in one of 
the other pegs with no lily 
pads it would have been the 
go-to spot. 

With all the money we 
spend on bait and tackle it 
makes sense to fish in an 
area of our swim that has 
the most likely possibility of 
producing fish, and this is 
always a feature. It may not 
be easy to spot but you can 
be sure even if you don't find 
it the fish will. 

Get to your peg, have 
a good look at your 
swim and always realise 
the importance of your 
plummet. Find the feature 
and you'll find the fish. . . 
catching them is the easy 
part.mf

Winter feeder fishing 





T he positive nature of 
the Method makes 
it hard to fish it with 
any finesse, but 
Frenzee South West star 
Adam Mitchell thinks there 
is an alternative that can be 
even more effective when 
the temperature drops. 

We took the long journey 
to White Springs Fishery 
in South Wales to find out 
more about his match- 
winning tactic. . . 

When water 
temperatures 
start to drop 
after a wet but 
mild autumn 
the fish 
automatically 
begin to act 
differently; they 
shoal up tighter and 
as the colour drops 
out of the water 
they feed far less 
aggressively. 
Gone are 
the months 
of summer 
where we 
can introduce 
lots of bait and 
we have to say 
goodbye to the 
use of sometimes 
quite crude setups. 

I believe the colder 
months require a more 
fine-tuned approach 
and even when we 
adopt a Method-feeder 
or pellet-feeder approach 
it can be overkill. 
Presentation, volume 
of bait, how the bait is 


introduced and what is fed 
all play a fundamental part 
in increasing catch rates on 
the tip. 

Anglers often find 
themselves starting the 
match either on the short 
pole or throwing a feeder 
out while trying to gauge 
what is going on around 
them. However, just because 
the Method feeder hasn't 
resulted in a pull-round in 
the first few casts, it doesn't 
mean it should be thrown up 
the bank, as many anglers 
would do. Often, a bit of 
perseverance and patience 
can pay dividends. 

The pool we are visiting 
today is the Match Lake, 
here at White Springs. It 
holds FIs, medium-sized 
carp and a good head of 
skimmers, with an island 
chuck between 20 to 30 
metres away. These fish see 
both pellets and the Method 
feeder a lot through the 
summer. 

What I aim to demonstrate 
is an approach I like to 
use when faced with a peg 
such as this, when fish are 
backing off or if they are 
slow coming to the Method. 
The way I think of it 
is this: If there are a 
lot of FIs present 
and you have 
a big ball 
of micro 
pellets.

in my opinion, is 
its durability and 
finesse; once this is 
in the water the line 
will be very difficult 
to spot around the 
pellet. If I need to leave 
the pellet in the water for 20 
minutes I can do so without 
worrying about my hook 
bait and whether it is still on. 
In addition to this, there's a 
large number of silver fish 
in the Match Lake here at 
White Springs and other 
baits often get ragged by 
them. 

Although the aim of the 
day is to show just how 
effective this tactic is, for 
experimental purposes I've 
still brought with me a few 
Method feeders just so we 
can see, once the fish are 
feeding, if we can get them 
feeding over the larger pile 
of bait. 

I've set up two rods 
matched with Frenzee FMR 
MK2 4000 reels. One rod is 
set up and clipped up tight 
to the island and the other is 
set about a metre away from 
it, as I've found that FIs can 
move about a bit throughout 
the session and casting 


their finicky 
feeding nature can 
sometimes mean 
that they may not be 
comfortable eating off 
a 'mound of bait'. When 
fishing is a bit tougher I 
think they sometimes prefer 
to pick pellets off from the 
perimeter of the feed rather 
than gorge themselves on 
the big mound of pellets, 
rather like ditching the big 
pot in winter in favour of 
tiny sprinkle pots. My tactic 
is the feeder equivalent. 


The Setup 

When sport isn't hectic, 

I believe fish, and in 
particular FIs, often start to 
look at feeding a number of 
inches away from the main 
feed area. Hence why, in a 
situation like this, using a 
6in hooklength is an ideal 
compromise as you still have 
enough of a bolt effect while 
usually being one of the 
first morsels of feed that the 
fish come across as it enters 
the feed area, hopefully 
resulting in a quicker bite. 

The hooklength itself 
comprises a 6in length of 
Frenzee Vertex line in either 


0.12mm or 0.135mm tied to 
a size 18 B911 with a lasso. 

To enable me to use such 
light lines on the feeder 
and not get broken I have 
a short length of Yellow 
S9 Frenzee Stretch hollow 
elastic running through the 
feeder; this elastic coupled 
with a nice soft-actioned rod 
such as the Precision FXT 
10ft Feeder means that hook- 
pulls and breakages are kept 
to a minimum. 

Opening the lasso in a 
fairly low-diameter line 
safely without it breaking is 
imperative and I opt to use 
one of my old stainless-steel 
nail punches. All you need 
to do is slide the lasso loop 
up the nail punch until the 
loop is big enough to slot 
the pellet inside, which is 
usually a hard 6mm pellet. 

The beauty of the lasso. 


slightly off your main spot 
can often bring extra fish. 

Much like pole fishing, 
feeling your way into the 
session with smaller amount 
of baits is essential, as one 
big introduction of feed can 
often have the opposite effect 
and slow you up in terms of 
putting this first few fish in 
the net. 

Baitwise, I like to keep 
things quite simple, with 
micros for the cage and 
either a 4mm or 6mm for the 
hook. However, something 
that I like to introduce to 
my bait tray at this time of 
year is a blended expander 
mix. Instead of throwing 
away expanders I like to 
keep them and blend them 
down for the next match. 

This mix creates a tempting 
cloud when falling through 
the water and I'm adamant 
that, on the right day, it helps 
draw fish into the area. 

The Session 

Starting on the three- 
hole mini cage feeder 
approximately a metre 
away from the island was 
my starting point and 15 
minutes into the session I 
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cage feeder as I felt the fish 
simply wouldn't come to the 
large volume of bait. 

Another look in the 
slightly deeper water again 
but at a slight angle to my 
left (at the 11 o'clock position 
if 12 was straight in front) 
resulted in several 
FIs and skimmers. 
The same 
happened 
again, though, 
and after a 
few fish I was 
left waiting 
longer for 
bites. 

A switch to 
casting tight to 
the island saw a few 
more fish wake up. In total, 

I had caught around 16 
FIs and a carp along with 
approximately 15 lb of 
skimmers, which made the 
cold wet day worthwhile in 
such a scenic venue. 


was rewarded with a plump 
21b FI. So back out I went 
and a skimmer and two 
small FIs followed in a short 
space of time. 

At this point, the swim 
went a little quiet but this 
led me to plugging the 
small cage with the blended 
expander mix, with micro 
pellets top and bottom, and 
the rod was being pulled 
in as soon as the line was 
fully submerged. Was this 
too much of a coincidence? 
Maybe so, but I'm sure 
that on a few occasions 
throughout the session, 
the enticing cloud fooled a 
couple of quick fish. 

FIs and skimmers met 
the landing net at regular 
intervals but it was after 
about eight FIs and six 
good skimmers that I was 
forced to venture onto the 
second rod clipped up 
tight to the island. This line 
produced another two FIs 
and a skimmer before I was 
tempted to try the Method 
feeder to see if the theory 
works. 

I had to wait 30 minutes 
for a bite on the Method 
so it was back to the mini 



Conclusion 

To conclude, it is fair to 
say that starting negatively 
on the small cage feeder 
seems to be the right choice 
as you simply don't know 
how hard a venue is going 
to fish through the colder 
months. By making little 
changes in the depths of 
water I fished in and varying 
feed amounts, I was able 
to keep fish coming slowly 
throughout the day. 

I was pleasantly surprised 
with the difference that the 
blended expander mix made 
as this clearly drew a couple 
of fish in quicker. This 
expander mix is also great 
as there is very little food 
content and you can simply 
add more water if you 
require a more sloppy mix. 

By feeling your way into 
the session you can ensure 
you don't ruin your peg 
from the off with too much 
bait. Of course, there will 
be days where the Method 
approach can work from 
the outset, but as the winter 
months are upon us, like 
today, it is worth looking 
to start negatively, and you 
should be able to maximise 
your peg by doing so. Iflf

In the third part of his series, Drennan Knockout Cup Champion 
Tom Scholey explains how perfect planning can be the key to 
stealing the fish of those around you. 







The Theory 

First, I will try and explain 
why I believe the tactic is so 
effective, by looking at fish 
behaviour. It is commonly 
accepted that fish hate 
pressure, be it bankside 
disturbance caused by you 
playing a fish, or even just 
setting your tackle up. If the 
fish can get away from you, 
they will do, to a distance at 
which they feel safe. And the 
only thing that can override 
this natural desire to escape 
danger is a more powerful 
natural urge - such as the 
need to feed. 

We also know that fish are 
more willing to feed later 
in the day, when the light 
levels drop, which is why 
traditionally the late part of 
any match is the best bit, as 
the fish naturally drop their 
guard and switch on to feed 
as the light level drops. 


Finally, it stands to reason 
that the more fish you have 
feeding in your peg, the 
greater the competition for 
bait, and the more readily 
the better-quality samples 
can be caught, as naturally 
they bully the smaller fish 
out of the way to get at food. 
So if you can get a lot of 
fish in your peg feeding at a 
given time, you can catch a 
big weight very quickly. 

Now put these three 
known maxims together. 

If you are a relatively 
intelligent and respectable 
51b mirror carp living with 
your 1,000 mates in a well- 
stocked commercial fishery, 
and 30 anglers descend on 
you at 9am on a Saturday 
morning, your first instinct 
is going to be to get as far 
away from this new danger 


M y biggest 

edge over the 
competition on 
the commercial 
matches that I fish is the 
way that I plan my session. 
I've been fortunate enough 
to work with the best 
commercial anglers in the 
world, and watching how 
they fish over a number 
of years has allowed 
me to really develop an 
understanding of, and 
appreciation for just how 
important this is. 

Good match planning can 
turn the worst peg on a lake 
into a winner, and allow 
other anglers' mistakes to 
work to your advantage; but 
to really get the best from it, 
you have to think in quite a 
specific way. By that, I mean 
you have to work out how 
fish are feeding, where they 
are likely to move to, and 
at what point in the match 
they are most likely to feed 
best. You also need the 
self-discipline to sometimes 
allow other anglers to 
overtake you, safe in the 


knowledge that you can 
claw it back when the time 
is right. 

First let me explain the 
kind of situation when this 
'fish theft' can be a valid 
tactic. I wrote in my first 
piece in this series about 
matchcraft. This is the ability 
to read the water, and your 
competition, and come 
back with a good result by 
assessing how a venue is 
likely to fish. In many ways, 
the tactics that I am about to 
explain are an extension of 
this concept. 

What I am about to cover 
is particularly relevant to 
well-stocked commercial 
fisheries, with an established 
head of fish, and the more 
heavily fished the water, the 
better these tactics will work. 
The perfect plan revolves 
around resting and feeding 
certain areas, and exploiting 
them at prime times in the 
match, for maximum effect. 



The Champion’s story 



Starting short, then adding 
pole sections as the day 
goes on is a great way to 
keep catching in winter. 



as possible. The bulk of your 
mates - especially the larger, 
cleverer ones will join you in 
this retreat. 

You will have poles, 
bombs and plummets 
coming at you from all 
directions, so you find the 
quietest part of the lake - be 
it a corner, a gap in an island, 
or an end peg. 

The match starts, and 
suddenly there is bait to be 
eaten. But the sun is high in 
the sky, and past experience 
tells you that now is not a 
good time to fill your belly. 

A few of the younger, more 
naive fish quickly fill their 
face. Some are hooked and 
captured - you have made 
the right choice. 

But as the day goes on, 
you get the munchies. The 
light is dropping now, and 
the bankside seems quieter. 
The water temperature has 
risen, and your metabolism 
is in full flow. Maybe a 
mooch round the margins 
of the lake to mop up some 
food isn't such a bad idea? 
For sure, there might still be 
some imminent danger- but 
your two slightly smaller 
mates have gone off to feed, 
and so has Big Bill, the lake's 
resident 15-pounder, so if 
you don't get in soon they 
might eat all the free food 
and there will be none left! 

In fact, wherever you 


look there are fish having a 
similar idea. You'd best find 
the nearest pile of bait and 
start feeding - and quickly! 
Then, before you know it, 
you are sat in the bottom of a 
keepnet with your friends. 

I firmly believe that the 
above is the routine that 
many of the FIs and carp 
in most of our established 
commercial fisheries go 
through every time there is 
a match. 


Leave It Alone! 

So as an angler, how can you 
use this knowledge to your 
advantage? The key lies in 
what you do in the early part 
of the match, and the lines 
that you don't choose to fish 
can be nearly as important as 
the ones that you do plunder. 

The crux of the idea is that 
you leave a large amount of 
your peg unfished early in 
the day. Indeed, this tactic 
can work best if you leave 


the areas that you most 
want to fish - and that you 
think will be best - until 
later in the match before you 
plunder them. 

This allows the fish to 
really congregate in these 
areas, as they back away 
from the disturbance caused 
by you fishing elsewhere, but 
most importantly from other 
anglers, who may not have 
been so patient. 

Those anglers who target 
their pegs' prime areas 
straightaway may even 
overtake you in the early 
part of the match. But after 
a few early fish, their bites 
will dry up, as the remainder 
of the fish that were in their 
pegs back off into your area. 

So although halfway 
through the match you may 
be a few pounds behind the 
competition, you are actually 
in a very strong position. 
Because you have left an area 
of your peg alone, loads of 
fish have backed off in front 
of you. And what happens 
next? As you move into the 
last couple of hours of the 
match, they start to feed. 

If you have had the self- 
discipline to rest your peg in 
this way, you will find all of 
your lines become stronger 
and, crucially, with feeding 
fish - not with fish that are 
simply sat in mid-water 
because they have nowhere 
else to back off to. 

Making It Happen. . . 

This thought process can 
be applied to all kinds 
of swims. If you have a 
particularly fishy-looking 
edge, for example, you might 
choose to leave this to the 
last hour before feeding it, 
then plundering it. 

Or if you expect a shallow 
swim to do the damage, 
again, you might want to 
feed it rigorously before 
going on it. 

I have enjoyed particular 
success on pools with islands 
in the past by hanging back 
and not fishing across until 
the last couple of hours, by 
which time my peg has filled 
up with fish. 

For sure, there is always an 
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associated risk by fishing 
in this way, and timing is 
definitely key I have had 
occasions where I have 
been beaten because I have 
left it too long to plunder 
the areas I am resting, 
and not caught quickly 
enough to catch up. I have 
also known the fish to 
sometimes switch off mid- 
match - in which case not 
taking the fish early while 
they were feeding has 
cost me. But the 'fish theft 
theory' has worked for me 
far more than it has let me 
down. 

Below and on the next 
page are three case studies 
that illustrate the theory 
well, and will hopefully 
help you understand how 
the tactic can be utilised. 

Next month, I will look 
at effective practising, and 
how past mistakes have 
led me to realise the crucial 
importance of finding your 
own style of angling.

1 The Vocklow Qilemna 


Venue: Match Lake, Docklow Pools 
When I arrived on the bank on the first day of the 
Drennan Knockout Cup Final, a ball of carp was clearly 
visible in the middle of the lake in between me and Matt 
Derry. These were easily within range of a wagglerfor 
both him and I, and several onlookers suggested that I 
should start the match by trying to nick one. 
However, my gut instinct told me that this was the wrong 
thing to do. Sure, I would probably catch one, but what 
would happen then? I felt it most likely that the fish 
would back off away from me, and towards the middle 
of the lake. So I chose to leave the waggler line well 
alone, in the hope that other anglers would chuck to the 
ball of carp, and they would then back off into the ‘safe’ 
area in front of me, where I wasn’t fishing. 

I read it right, and although Matt Derry did bag an early 
lead by nicking two fish straightaway on the waggler, the 
disturbance caused by him hooking them caused the 
ball to back off in my direction. 

Around an hour into the match, and with the fish bang 
in front of me, I picked up my waggler rod and picked off 
four carp relatively quickly, catapulting me into the lead, 
before the ball dispersed. Considering I only won by 51b 
on aggregate weight, you can see how important those 
fish were!

3Tunndladic6 


Venue: Tunnel Barn Farm Fishery 
I only fish Tunnel Barn Farm a handful of times every 
year ; normally in the spring , and generally seem to 
do well there by keeping the fish theft theory ' up my 
sleeve. 

A good example of when it worked brilliantly, though, 
was on an open match I fished there last spring. I drew 
Peg 23 on Extension Pool, and there was a particularly 
high attendance that day. I think there were 28 anglers 
on the lake - a lot for Extension Pool. This meant that 
every peg was in around me, and it was predicted that a 
relatively low weight would be needed to do well. 

On Peg 23, you have an island at 14.5 metres, but my 
plan was to start short, and hopefully let other anglers 
go long, and push fish into my swim. I then planned to 
gradually keep starting new lines as the day went on, 
fishing longer and longer, and finishing off fishing up to 
the far-bank reeds in the last hour. 

The plan worked a treat, and I kept nicking the odd 
fish all day. As expected, the last hour when I finally 
added my last section and could get into two-and-a-half 
< feet of water was by far the best spell, though, and I 
^ probably added 201b to my tally, while those around 
me struggled. I finished with 48-14-0, which was 
comfortably best from the area that I was in, and 
good enough for third on the match. 


2"Bolmgey "Breakthrough 


Venue: Bolingey, White Acres 
Up until last autumn's festivals when a couple of poor 
draws (and performances) kicked me in the goolies, 
Bolingey Lake at White Acres had been really kind to 
me in the festivals - 1 managed five consecutive section 
wins on successive visits to the place. 

The golden rule was feeding and patience. At Bolingey, 
most anglers catch most of their weight in the last 90 
minutes, and the spell before this is very much about 
keeping yourself in the race. There are two key areas 
where a big weight can be put together quickly, one 
being the short pole and the other being the edge. 

In all of the above matches, I fed a short line at an 
angle away from me and fished my edge line the 
opposite side, and again, as faraway from me as 
comfortably possible. My golden rule was to start 
feeding these lines with two-and-a-half hours to go, then 
drop on them with 90 minutes left when, after an hour 
of priming, generally it was lift-off! 

For the early part of the match when fishing on the long- 
pole line, it was all about getting bites and making the 
fish that I hooked count; light, balanced tackle, minimal 
feed and patience. The thinking was totally different 
later in the day though, when the riot gear came into 
play! Using 0.17mm Reflo Power generally straight 
through to a size 14 Guru Pellet Waggler hook and black 
Hydolastic, if I hooked them in the mouth, they were 
coming in quickly! 

You would see a lot of anglers going down the edge or 
short early, and some would catch a few fish, but by 
priming the lines until the fish were there and feeding 
in numbers before going on them, I definitely felt I gave 
myself an advantage. Then, by fishing the correct gear, 

I was able to do a lot of damage in a relatively short 
space of time.
